The Use of a Tripod vs. we | 
The Hand-Held Camera } . 


ECENTLY a photographic friend 

asked why I had never acquired a 
twin-lens reflex type of camera. He went 
on at some length to demonstrate with 
appropriate motions how easy it was to 
aim this way and that, shooting picture 
after picture quickly and with the great- 
est of ease. This led to further conversa- 


| tion on the subject which finally boiled 


down to a debate as to whether the best 
pictures were likely to be made with the 
hand-held or tripod supported camera, 
regardless of its 
type. There are 
certainly argu- 
ments on both 
sides of such a 
question and an 
attempt at clari- 
fication of some 
of the points in- 
volved calls _ for 
some constructive 
thinking. 

The distinction 
is more one of 
working methods 
and subject matter 
than of cameras 
although there is a 
rather strong ten- 
dency for the re- 
flex type, either 
single or twin lens, 
to be used hand- 
held, and for the 
groundglass back 
type to appear 
more frequently on top of a tripod. My 
two favorite cameras fit into each cate- 
gory, and I find that the tendency is to 
use them that way. It takes a bit of time 
and practice to become thoroughly ac- 
customed to either way of working, 
which could easily have a great deal to 
do with one’s preferences. 

I remember once being out with one 
amateur who had built up quite a name 
for himself in the pictorial world. He 
had recently acquired an excellent twin 
lens reflex of the very highest type and 
was bewailing the fact that it seemed 
capable of making only the most ele- 
mentary kind of snapshots. He admitted 
a strong preference for working with the 
view camera, tripod, and focusing cloth 
combination that he had first learned. No 
doubt he has since mastered the reflex, 
and it is doing what he asks of it. 

I can recall having seen a statement 
some years ago to the effect that the best 
pictures are made with the camera on a 
tripod. I can think of several reasons 
why this could be so. There is also a 
modern tendency to decry the static life- 
lessness of many pictures, inferring that 
only the lively, active, spontaneous sort 
of thing is in keeping with the tempo of 
10 






the times. I am sure that there are plenj 
of arguments on both sides of the que 
tion. A list of the pros and cons of bot 
methods of operation might be somethi 
like this: 

The advantages of tripod camera ope 
ation are: 1. Less loss of sharpness d 
to camera movement. There are thos 
who claim that they can hold a came 
steady for relatively long exposure lik 
one tenth or even one fifth of a second. 
feel sure that a careful test by enlargin

from negatives made with such expo 
sures in comparison with tripod shot 
would prove that they were just kiddi 
themselves. Hand-held operation require 
a fast shutter speed such as 1/50 or 1/10 
of a second for a light weight camera lik 
a miniature, or for a camera with moving 
inner parts to jar it, as is the case witl 
the mirror of a single lens reflex. Heavief 
cameras using a between-the-lens shutte 
released with a flexible cable releas 
might be safe down to 1/25 of a secon 
when well steadied against forehead 
nose, and cheek. High shutter speeds cal] 
for wider apertures, which leads to thé 
next point. 

2. A much greater freedom to work al 
small apertures, resulting in more accu 
rate focusing and greater depth of field: 
This is much to be desired in most cases; 

3. More accurate finding and compos- 
ing with the groundglass, particularly 
around the edges and corners where 
many finders are of doubtful value, and 
where the groundglass of a reflex camer 
is inclined to be dim and indistinct. 

4. Working on a tripod permits the us 
of certain camera adjustments such 4

are difficult or impossible to use with the 
camera hand held. 

5. The use of the tripod not only per- 
mits but generally encourages a deliber- 
ateness of approach to the making of a 
picture (subject matter permitting) 
which means a better opportunity to 
study out the picture, choose the best 
viewpoint, arrange the composition, take 
the background into account, and gen- 
erally take a number of worthwhile steps 
toward improving the resulting picture. 

It would be possible at this point to list 
some of the disadvantages of tripod oper- 
ation, but they just look like a series of 
hand operation advantages stated nega- 
tively. The same could be said of the 
disadvantages of the hand method. For 
that reason it will be sufficient to state 
the advantages of the two methods and 
let it go at that. 

There are certainly some good points to 
be made in favor of hand held camera 
operation, such as: 1. Ability to follow 
and catch the wanted aspects of fast ac- 
tion, sports, playing children, moving ve- 
hicles, etc. 

2. The rapidity with which it is possi- 
ble to prepare to take a picture when an 
unexpected opportunity appears. Often 
it is possible to get a shot which would 
be missed in the time necessary to set up 
the tripod and put the camera on it, 
focused and otherwise prepared. This can 
lead to pictures with a spontaneity and 
informality which is often of considerable 
value. 

3. Hand camera operation is often fea- 
sible where the tripod would be an ob- 
struction or a hazard, as on a busy street. 
The hand held method is about the only 
way that pictures can be shot from mov- 
ing positions such as car, train, boat, or 
plane where the tripod would be out of 
the question. 

4. Hand camera operation means much 
less equipment to carry, frequently a 
matter of some moment when much 
climbing or hiking is in prospect. 

This comparison of advantages has 
been somewhat along the lines suggested 
at the start that the reflex camera would 
most likely be used hand held and the 
groundglass back type mounted on the 
tripod. There is no reason on earth why 
either type of camera cannot be used 
with or without the tripod. The excep- 
tion is a view camera, which would be 
quite a handful, but I have seen one 
which was really of that type used hand 
held from a row boat where the tripod 
was out of the question. It was quite a 
juggling act, and judging by the resulting 
pictures on that particular occasion, it 
might as well have been left at home. 

The reflex on a tripod is a good work- 
ing combination with some advantages 
and disadvantages of its own. By carry- 
ing the camera all ready to use, open, 
and mounted on the tripod which is 
readily extended, little time is lost in get- 
ting into action. The inconvenience of 
the inverted image and the focusing cloth 
are done away with. In the way of dis- 
advantages are the necessary lowered 
viewpoint, the fact that most reflexes 
lack long bellows extensions and front 
movements, also the combination is a bit 
top heavy and unwieldy to carry, partic- 





ularly if the box on top is a Graflex or 
other large single lens type. 

The modern groundglass back type 
with a suitable view finder (particularly 
if equipped with a lens coupled range 
finder) is a convenient hand camera as 
well as tripod outfit. Without the range 
finder, focusing on the groundglass while

the camera is held up with one hand is 
not difficult, whereupon the shutter can 
be set and the holder inserted. I find this 
method of working quite convenient out 
on a boat where the motion says no tri- 
pod, and the closeness of some of the 
subject matter rules out the Graflex 
with its long focal length lens. Most 
photographic situations, however, allow 
sufficient freedom of approach so that al- 
most any type of camera or method of 
usage will provide an acceptable answer. 
Among those who use the camera pro- 
fessionally, the hand camera is most 
likely to be found in use by the news- 
paper or picture magazine photographers. 
The advantages listed for such usage are 
most likely to be of significance to 
them. Just the same, I understand that 
many of the spontaneous appearing pic- 
tures which seem to have been shot on 
the spur of the moment are the result of 
carefully planned and rehearsed situa- 
tions which may either be original with 
the photographer or later reproductions 
of actual newsworthy events. Otherwise, 
those who make their living by photog- 
raphy are the ones most likely to use the 
tripod consistently. They feel the need 
for the sharpness and general superiority 
of results which come from the steady, 
tripod supported camera accurately fo- 
cused with the aid of the groundglass. 
The amateur who is entering into pho- 
tography as a hobby had better survey 
his requirements and match them up 
against the two lists of advantages in or- 
der to arrive at a good working basis. It 
is well to have the equipment and the 


- developed skill to be able to work either 


way as conditions require. It is also quite 
refreshing to be able to change off from 
time to time, using either type of camera 
with or without the tripod.—f

NOTHER instance of a U.S. Marshal 

deliberately preventing a press pho- 
tographer from taking pictures of a 
Federal prisoner has been brought to the 
attention of Attorney General Tom A. 
Clark by the NPPA (National Press 
Photographers Association.) The incident 
involved U.S. Marshal Fred Canfil of 
Springfield, Mo., who attempted to pre- 
vent pictures being taken of two prison- 
ers in his custody by Betty Love, Photog- 
rapher for the Springfield Leader and 
Press. Marshal Canfil ordered Miss Love 
not to take any photographs of the 
prisoners, and when a reporter present 
pointed out to Canfil that newspapers are 
allowed such freedom by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, Canfil bellowed, 
according to the reporter, “.. . I have my 
orders not to let any pictures be made of 
Federal prisoners, and you're not taking 
any!” Canfil also threatened to seize 
Miss Love’s camera, and to put both Miss 
Love and the reporter in jail and later 
16 


take them before a Federal judge. He 
failed to make good on any of these 
threats when invited to do so. Miss Love 
sent photographs and clippings of the in- 
cident which received wide publicity in 
Springfield, to NPPA, saying: “The pic- 
ture clearly shows to what lengths this 
particular Marshal went in interfering 
with a press photographer. I am sure all 
of us want to know if the U.S. Govern- 
ment has given its Marshals the authority 
to prevent pictures being taken of Fed- 
eral prisoners, and if it has the legal right 
to do so. I think this case is a good 
example of a ’specific instance’ of the 
interference by a U.S. Marshal in pre- 
venting a cameraman from getting his 


picture of a Federal prisoner.”

ETURN From AFSC Assignment: 
Mr. and Mrs. Tony Chapelle, 
(Dickey MEYER), have just returned from 
what Dickey calls “the most comprehen- 
sive assignment anyone ever had.” Act- 
ing as the European photographic division 
for the American Friends Service Com- 
mittee, the pair covered 12,000 miles in 
seven countries in seven months.

men and women clearing rubble, since 
eligibility for relief aid in most areas re- 
quires volunteer service of this type. She 
feels, however, that the greatest need of 
Europe today is unphotographable, that 
its major problem is the “reconciliation 
of peoples and for an understanding be- 
tween them.” 

Photographically, the Chapelles ran 
into some problems themselves. They 
rewound the coil on their synchronizer 
four times—once in a collapsed farmhouse 
in Poland, once in a cold hotel room in 
Austria, once in a bomb crater in Ger- 
many, and once in a barracks in St. 
Nazaire. 

The photographic low, however, came 
in December of last year, when 400 nega- 
tives had to be developed in Gdynia, 
Poland, with the temperature below zero. 
Staying in an old farmhouse, the Cha- 
pelles used tin bathtubs for their 
solutions, which were heated on a wood 
stove. Water had to be hauled, and wood 
to be chopped, but these chores were not 
as tough as the fact that by the time 
water heated enough, the stove threw off 
too much light for proper developing, so 
there were constant waits, while the stove 
cooled off. 

Attempting to use the services of Eu- 
ropean photographers to help in their 
project, Dickey found that lack of sup- 
plies prevented them from taking assign- 
ments. “Even when they patronize the 
black market,” said Dickey, “they are un-

Letter from London 


ET ME INTRODUCE you this month 

to a small group of people, whose 
efforts up till now were unknown to all 
but a very few. To tell the truth, I my- 
self did not discover them until a week 
or two ago, but having met them, I de- 
cided right away that their light should 
no longer remain hidden. 

I am referring to the four men and one 
lady who form the museum committee of 
the Royal Photographic Society. These 
five regularly spend their Friday eve- 
nings renovating old apparatus and re- 
storing it to its original condition, and 
there can be no doubt as to the value of 
the work they are doing. 

I went, with the chairman R. C. Lay-

ton Heardson, into the store-room, and 
I saw for myself the condition of the ap- 
paratus as received from donors—it was 
filthy, covered with verdigris, rusty, tar- 
nished, battered, and so on. It would be 
hard to conceive of photographic appa- 
ratus in a worse state. Furthermore, and 
this certainly doesn’t reflect very much 
credit on the Royal, no one had ever 
bothered about the stuff until the pres- 
ent energetic few took over; it was all 
dumped in the store-room and left there. 

Mr. Heardson and his helpers have 
worked wonders. Their restoration of the 
apparatus is complete, or perhaps I 
should be strictly accurate and say as 
complete as is humanly possible. For ex- 
amplc, where metal lacquer is concerned, 
as long as the lacquer itself has remained 
basically unharmed, they will go right 
through the dirt as far the lacquer and 
there stop. All woodwork is cleaned and 
polished and in so far as is possible, all 
apparatus finally works. 

They work in the friendliest of at- 
mospheres. They have, in fact, a pleasant 
social evening, while they sit around the 
table, stripping, polishing, sand-papering, 
and the like. They have already made 
great inroads on the museum collection, 
and it will not be long now before they 
will be able to put on a display which 
will have no equal anywhere in the 
world. 

Recent items cleaned by them, which I 
saw on show, were Fox Talbot’s original 
camera obscura of 1823 which first gave 
him the idea of fixing the image by chem- 
ical means; an 1835 camera, also of Fox 
Talbot, which was referred to by his wife 
as the “mouse trap”; an 81x614-inch 
original Daguerrotype camera; and sev-

I had had no difficulty in obtaining pictures of 
Churchill, Eisenhower, and other world leaders with 
this equipment, but after hearing my friends’ eom- 
ments I must confess to being a trifle apprehensive— 
not knowing what outbursts of temperament I might 
be involved in while working at the film colony. Of 
course I have dealt with some volatile personalities, 
but there is always the feeling that in Hollywood 
things might be just a little more volcanic than else- 
where. As it turned out however, I might have been

spared the great majority of these forebodings. 

Perhaps the most difficult part of the assignment 
was impressing upon my subjects the fact that I 
wanted to photograph them as people—not as movie 
actors. By the very nature of their work actors and 
actresses require a little more careful handling than 
less publicized personalities. For this reason I did all 
my work in their own homes. I wanted to separate 
them as much as possible from the moving-picture 
make-believe and try to portray the essential human 
being in all of them. In most cases they were very 
co-operative. 

There was one instance of this which was quite 
amusing. I sometimes try to demonstrate a certain at-

titude which I have observed the subject to assume 
during conversation, and so at Sydney Greenstreet’s 
home, which is full of exquisite antique china and 
furniture, I selected a delicate arm chair and deposited 
my 5 feet 4 inches into it, squirming into just the right 
position—the one I wished him to take. He watched 
with polite interest and when I stood up he suavely 
said, with the most courteous of smiles, “It’s all right 
for you to adopt all sorts of attitudes in that chair— 
but watch me.” Placing his great bulk in it, he speedi- 
ly demonstrated not only that it was impossible for 
him to move about into any position at all, but that at 
the end of the sitting he would have to be pried from 
the chair altogether. So bowing to circumstance, I

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asked him simply to rest his elbows on the chair arms, 
and photographed him head-on. There is a limit to the 
attitudes a man can assume when trapped in an an- 
tique armchair. 

Ingrid Bergman was also most gracious. I photo- 
graphed her in her own home, a thing of note in itself, 
since she is reluctant to have the privacy of her home 
imposed upon. At her request I was happy to ac- 
quiesce to her wish that none of the home atmosphere 
should creep into the picture—so once more I used 
my old army blanket for a background. She had my 
full sympathy in this regard, for all during the sitting 
a company of autograph-seeking cyclists, having 
found the way to her home, were endeavoring by any 
means possible to achieve their end, and were making 
a general nuisance of themselves. 

By and large I was most charmed by the children 
and the “bad men” of the screen colony, for it was 
they who presented the richest characters, and posed 
the most exciting problems in portraiture. My pic- 
ture of Humphrey Bogart for example, shows him not 
as the rugged, lowbrow villain of his movie roles, but 
as the man I found as my charming and considerate 
host at a cocktail party. He had thoughtfully invited 
two fellow-Canadians to be present at the cocktail 
hour and as a further example of his graciousness, he 
asked whether I had a picture of the King to show his 
butler, who is from the West Indies. 

In view of all this, I could not have portrayed him 
as the killer he represents in the public mind. I took 
care to light him with as little starkness as possible, 
and aimed rather at securing a modulation of tone 
which would show his interesting features to ad- 
vantage. The introduction of hands in this case 
strengthens the presentation, yet all the while pre- 
serves his masculine quality. 

Boris Karloff, too, was a surprise. Instead of the 
grunting monster of the screen, I was introduced—at 
a very exclusive, secluded club at the seaside—to a 
tall, cultured individual with one of the most melo- 
dious speaking voices I have ever heard. Here was 
no beast in human form. Our conversation led to cur- 
rent affairs, and before long, Boris Karloff, a Cam- 
bridge graduate, was analyzing with ease and under- 
standing an intricate problem of the day—the labor 
situation. It was this thinking quality that I tried to 
bring out in my portrait of him. The elbows up 
(which was an attitude I saw him assume, and took 
advantage of), the hands carelessly clasped across the 
forehead—all seemed to express his character. I 
lighted the portrait simply, without losing necessary 
detail. 

When I set off from Ottawa, there was not one child 
on my assignment list. But (Continued on page 156)

HE FIRST TIME George Faraghan 
came into my studio, he stopped 
at the doorway, looked around the 
room and then exclaimed, “No wonder 
you can take those terrific glamour pho- 
tographs, Mr. Denning . . . look at the 
equipment you have to work with!” 
“George,” I said, “that’s the bunk#” 
Basically, a 5000-watt light and a No. 1 
flood lamp are the same thing. One is 
much more powerful, but they are both 
light sources. I have to use the 5000-watt 
lamp because I have to cover a larger 
negative, work fast under varied condi- 
tions, and most of the time light up a 
large area. However, almost the same 
results could be obtained under different 


conditions with a smaller film size and 
non-professional equipment. 

George looked over my equipment once 
more. “Mr. Denning, if you mean that 
you could take my camera and my beat- 
up flood reflectors and turn out glamour 
pictures like these . . . you’ve got a bet!” 

And that’s how this article came to be 
written. We decided that George would 
watch me make a glamour shot in my 
studio with my lights and camera. I'd 
show him just what each piece of equip- 
ment was for and explain the general 
principles. Then we would go over to his 
house and duplicate the same shot with 
his amateur setup. , 

There’s nothing mysterious about glam- 
our photography. From the glittering 
files of Hollywood starlets and the high 
pressure promotion of Broadway ac- 
tresses to the pictures Joe Photog takes 
of his girl friend, Betty, the similarity is

striking. Whether head shot, head and 
shoulders, or full length, it is designed to 
emphasize the physical attractiveness of 
the model. Like any other phase of pho- 
tography, it has its particular require- 
ments, skill and tricks, but once the 
fundamentals are mastered, top notch 
glamour shots depend only upon the crea- 
tive ability of the photographer. 

There is a certain type of model that 
is best for glamour shots. Let’s take that 
in reverse and list the types that don’t 
work out well. First is the Sweet Young 
Thing. She may photograph like a dream, 
but that expression of youthful innocence 
stands out in strange contrast to the ef- 
fect for which a glamour photograph 
strives. Secondly is the athletic type. 
She’s fine for tennis pictures or shots at 
an outdoor picnic table, but again she 
‘will be incongruous as the subject for a 
glamour picture.

ing that is shadowless is out of place in 
glamour work. The photographer must 
accustom himself to working with huge 
masses of light and shadow using strong, 
critically positioned individual lights. 
Many portrait studios use huge banks of 
soft lights. They work out fine for por- 
traits and give a nice soft effect. When 
a lot of sittings are rushed through, it 
isn’t necessary to be too exacting as to 
placement of the lights. The subject can 
turn a bit or the lights can be moved 
considerably without any serious effects. 
Not so in glamour photography. If one 
spot is a half inch off, it may spoil an oth- 
erwise perfect shot. Check lighting on 
the subject carefully in the half instant 
before you press the shutter. 

The same rule applies to background 
as to costume. Keep it simple. In some 
cases a matt or a special textured cloth 
is effective, but in the large majority of 
cases, a solid unobtrusive color is the 
best bet. For all-purpose use, white is 
best as it can be any shade from dead 
white to almost jet black depending on 
how it is lighted. 

In processing your films and making 
the final enlargements, the entire proce- 
dure should be standardized. That means 
one film and one film developer; one pa- 
per and one paper developer. Because 
you do work with masses of light and 
shadow, you must be able to effectively 
gauge exposure knowing that with your 
standard routine, you will arrive at the 
result you seek. With processing in a set 
pattern, it is possible to experiment with 
lighting. Otherwise there are just too 
many variables to ever be certain of the 
end product. 

Aside from the technical aspects of 
glamour photography, I'd like to dwell 
for a moment on two interrelated person- 
ality factors. The first is the mood of the 
model. This is important because glam- 
our photography is mood portrayal of the 
highest sort and hence a great deal of it 
is a direct reflection of the model’s vis- 
ible temperament. In this respect, a con- 
ceited girl is best. A modest girl will

say to herself, “Gee I bet I look silly in 
this pose,” and her face will reflect her 
feelings and in the finished pictures 
there’s a good possibility that she will 
look silly.

Conduct your- 
self in such a manner that she knows you 
are a competent photographer earnestly 
striving to create an artistic effect. Plan 
your work ahead of time.

in your mind just what poses you plan 
to shoot. Perhaps even make sketches of 
proposed poses .. . it doesn’t matter how 
crude your drawing ability. Anything to 
help you work in an orderly sequence. 
Have props and costumes assembled, 
bulbs in the reflectors, camera and tripod 
set up. Try to work on a schedule with 
adequate rest periods for the model. 
Here’s a hint. Perhaps after you have 
positioned and lighted the model, you de- 
cide that the pose is not good. This hap- 
pens even to the top notch men in the 
field. However, when it occurs in their 
work, they can say to the model, “This 
is no good, let’s try something else.” 
They can say that .. . their reputations 
are established and the model won’t lose 
confidence, but you can’t. Here’s what 
you do. You go ahead and shoot the 
pose ... but you “forget” to pull the

thoroughfares and busy shopping 
centers. But London differs slightly. A 
mere stone’s throw from any busy street, 
you can walk into some small, quiet resi- 
dential square where the roar of the traf- 
fic is completely lost . . . where some 
small patch of green relieves the drab 
and dirty appearance of the surrounding 
houses . . . where a few trees, almost 
springing from the pavement, provide an 
atmosphere which is completely at vari- 
ance with the general hubbub of main 
street life. 

In one of these typical London squares, 
the Camera Club has its home. “. . . far 
from the madding crowd’s ignoble strife” 
is, indeed, an apt quotation. For those 
of you who know something of London, 
either from choice or as GI’s, let's be a

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bit more precise in our directions. 

Perhaps you know Piccadilly. Turn up 
Regent Street in a north-westerly direc- 
tion and ten minutes’ walk will bring you 
into Oxford Street. Turn sharp left in 
the direction of Hyde Park and in five 
minutes Selfridge’s big store will be on 
your right side. Now turn sharp right. 
In two minutes you will have left the 
din of traffic behind you. You come to a 
small green plot some 30 yards square, 
surrounded by a low hedge and railings; 
a few trees overhang the road—you are 
in Manchester Square, with the Wallace 
Collection immediately ahead of you. 

There are houses on all four sides; five- 
story houses, narrow fronted and with 
iron railings shielding off the drop from 
pavement to basement. They all look 
dark and dingy, for London’s renovations 
have only just begun. 

The building at 23 Manchester Square 
looks just like the others. Its sole dis- 
tinguishing mark is a 6x3-inch bronze 
plate which says in plain white letters 
“The Camera Club.” Like most London 
squares, the houses are owned by a land- 
lord. The club rents its premises and the 
plate is the biggest which is allowed. The 
restriction is imposed so that the square 
will retain its own individuality and will 
not become commercialized. 

The club premises may look unimpos- 
ing, even nondescript, but here photogra- 
phers meet—famous photographers, both 
amateur and professional, ordinary pho- 
tographers like you and me, and even 
beginners. All are welcome and a spirit 
of good fellowship, which no words ade- 
quately can convey, pervades the place. 
As you will have guessed by now, it is a 
social club for men and women of a com- 
mon interest. 

Who can belong? Well, almost any- 
body provided that he is interested in 
photography. There are three classes of 
membership, according to where the in- 
dividual lives. We call them “Town,” 
“Country” and “Overseas” members. 
Town members are those who have a 
“residence, place of business, or any reg- 
ular occupation within a radius of 25 
miles of Oxford Circus.” Country and 
Overseas members, naturally, are those 
who fall outside the above definition.

worse for wear because renovations following the blitzes of World War II! have only begun. 


The subscription is adjusted accordingly. 
Town members, who are likely to use the 
premises regularly, pay 5 guineas (cur- 
rently $21.15 in U.S. funds) per year; 
Country and Overseas members pay 1% 
guineas ($6.34 U.S.) per year. 

How do you become a member? The 
club rule says “Any candidate for elec- 
tion must be proposed by a member to 
whom he is known personally. The pro- 
posal shall be submitted to the Commit- 
tee and, if accepted by them, the candi- 
date may be elected or entered on the 
waiting list for election.” At the moment 
there is no waiting list, although there 
are 430 Town members and just over 300 
Country and Overseas members. 

But more and more persons are apply- 
ing for membership. Each month the 
club’s own journal carries a list of some 
20 new members and before long the 
inevitable waiting list will have come 
into operation. 

Somewhere to have a quiet rest in the 
heart of London’s West End, in congenial 
company, is a great attraction to country 
and overseas people—and the club, with 
typical foresight and thoroughness pro- 
vides a small dormitory for those who 
wish to stay the night. 

Now what of the club itself? What has 
it to offer? What do members do? Let’s 
follow a new member through his initi- 
ation, so to speak, and discover with him 
just what he can get out of his affiliation 
with the group. 

To begin with, the club holds a “club 
night” once each month, when new mem- 
bers are introduced. Evening dinner is 
served in the dining room and the club 
spirit of good fellowship is much in evi- 
dence. The new member is made to feel 
at home no matter what grade of photog- 
rapher he may happen to be. To add 
more point to the evening as a whole, 
there is usually a special guest. Just re- 
cently we have had Miss M. T. Talbot, 
grand-daughter of the famous William 
Henry Fox Talbot and H. I. Rahim- 
toola, FRPS, the high commissioner for 
Pakistan. 

Our new member has arrived. The 
club is open to him, he is one of us. 
Now let’s go with him on a tour of in- 
spection. As he comes in from the street,

he walks into a large entrance hall, 
which we use as a lounge. On the left 
is a large notice board divided into sec- 
tions to show the activities of the various 
groups; armchairs surround a big old- 
fashioned fireplace and, tucked away in 
one corner, is a telephone booth. 

Leading off to the left is the dining 
room in which lunch, tea, and evening 
meals regularly are served each week- 
day—and just beyond that, our home of 
conviviality, the private bar. The dining 
room regularly houses an exhibition of 
photographs, and above the fireplace 
there hangs a mighty seascape by the 
late F. J. Mortimer, renowned seascape 
photographer. 

Up the wide, winding staircase, on the 
first floor, we find the main exhibition 
and lecture room and, leading from that, 
the Mortimer room, i.e., the library, which 
is stocked with a comprehensive range 
of photographic literature, both technical 
and artistic, which constantly is kept up 
to date as new works are published—as 
far as this country is concerned at any 
rate. Present import restrictions make it 
extremely difficult to acquire American 


magazines and other publications. 

The Mortimer room was named in 
memory of the efforts F. J. Mortimer 
made for the good of the club. Mortimer 
was, in fact, one of the stalwarts of the 
Camera Club and played a great part in 
its rehabilitation after it was bombed 
out. He was editor of the Amateur Pho- 
tographer for many years, was a past 
president and Honorary Fellow of the 
Royal Photographic Society, and won 
world-wide fame as an exhibitor, par- 
ticularly of seascapes. He was killed by 
a flying bomb. 

This room also houses the famous in- 
scription from which the club takes its 
motto of good fellowship—you can see it 
in an accompanying picture. It reads: 
“IT am always thankful that I came to 
know the Goodly Fellowship of Photog- 
raphers. The personnel changes, but the 
great community of the camera is ever- 
lasting, and I think that I could show 
that it was born in the days of Fox Talbot 
and Tom Wedgwood. Few bonds that 
draw men together have such democratic 
results as are given by sharing a common 
interest in the grand hobby of photogra- 
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phy. It is a Goodly Fellowship.” The 
wording belongs to W. L. F. Wastell who 
was mayor of Wanstead in London and 
a keen member of the club. For nearly 
twenty years he wrote a weekly gos- 
sip page on photographic matters in 
Mortimer’s journal. 

On the floor above are the club’s stu- 
dios, one large, one small, both well- 
equipped with lighting apparatus. A 
models’ dressing room and a wide selec- 
tion of props complete the scene and, in 
point of fact, the studio group is a large 
and flourishing affair. 

Now to the darkrooms on the top 
floors. The wet workroom is equipped 
with a large lead-lined sink, and a mod- 
ern print washer taking up to 16x20-inch 
prints has been installed. All the usual 
paraphernalia is there in abundance and 
almost any size of film, print, or paper 
can be accommodated. The dry work- 
room houses a big mounting press, a 
trimmer, a dryer, and a modern retouch- 
ing desk. 

Five enlargers of different makes cater 
to all the various negative sizes, the

HESE ARE THE hands of Cardini, 
a great magician. One magic word 
from his lips will inspire the ivory 
spheres at his fingertips to defy all nat- 
ural law and do some of the undreamed 
of things which have made their master 
famous. As I was making this picture, 
the two billiard balls slowly and mys- 
teriously began to rise between his palms, 
like two biscuits in a warm oven. Later 
I found them in the soup. 

Cardini and I are old friends and when 
he visits my studio, as he did on the day 
I made this picture, I accept the many 
things which inevitably happen with the 
understanding of a kindred spirit. 

For one thing, I have studied magic 
for many years and I am quite preoccu- 
pied with it as a hobby. But that is only 
a part of it, for our friendship is further 
ballasted by the fact that Cardini is an 
amateur photographer. He owns more 
cameras, tripods, lenses, and filters than 
I do; more even, I think, than Margaret 
Bourke-White. When it comes to taking 
pictures, Cardini and I use cameras ex- 
clusively. No magic. 

Photography and magic both appeal to 
me for the same reason: I like the pos- 
sibilities they offer for dramatic effect. 
There is nothing quite so rewarding as 
the look on your host’s face as you casu- 
ally reach under the bridge table and 
produce several hundred pounds of lamb 
chops. In photography, as in magic, one 
must work hard and long to achieve con- 
sistently an apparent ease, that certain 
simplicity, which is the essence of dra- 
matic effect. 

It is for the success of its dramatic ef- 
fect that I like this picture of Cardini’s 
hands. It has the simplicity and impact 
I prize. To make my carefully planned 
lighting most efficacious, Cardini held his 
hands high over one shoulder, like a bar- 
tender mixing a Zombie. I used four 
spots ranging from 750 to 2000 watts, a 
24%4x2%4 Automatic Rolleiflex, and an ex- 
posure of f/16 at 4% second on Kodak

knowledge that they can turn out pleasing portraits of 

pert sister Sue and get good camera studies of that 
colorful old character, Uncle Rufe. But “portraiture” doesn’t 
stop here, for people are not the only subjects that can be 
portrayed. 

Here is a suggestion: focus your lens on pets for a change. 
You will find that pet photography is fun. With practice, it 
might even bring success and profit. In addition to making 
good portraits of your own pet, you may find some of your 
prints featured in the local paper, and neighbors vying for 
your services. For a wistful puppy, or an inquisitive kitten 
is bound to be both appealing and an eye-catcher. 

But don’t think for a moment that anyone with a camera 
can become a pet photographer over night. This type of pho- 
tography is not entirely a bed of roses. It demands plenty of 
hard work, plenty of trial and error, and has its special 
methods and techniques which must be mastered. But pic- 
tures of pets have a wide appeal, so let’s take a comprehensive 
glance at how best to capture our four-footed friends on film. 

Just as the baby photographer must have a certain amount 
of working knowledge of child psychology, so must the suc- 
cessful pet photographer have some insight into, and under- 
standing of animal psychology. Dogs, cats, in fact almost all 
animals, usually sense immediately whether you like them 
and react accordingly. Lacking this love and understanding, 
you might just as well turn your lens toward railroad trains, 
street cars, or other less sensitive subject matter. Pets have 
character and personality, they have emotions and expressions 
as well. Just note how their eyes, the tilt of their heads, the 
cocking of an ear can express gratification, anxiety, guilt, and 
other feelings. If you strive to catch their personalities and 
emotions, just as with a human portrait subject, you'll be 
well on your way to first base. 

Patience and fortitude are also essential. Pets are quite 
co-operative, but sometimes they fail to understand what you 
want. Some are camera shy, while others are just “too full of 
beans” to “stay put” before the lens for any length of time. 
It may take hours before you get what you're after in the 
way of pose and expression; but if you persist and keep your 
good temper, sooner or later you'll come out on top. The 
necessity of patience and good temper can be strongly brought 
home to you if you are photographing a camera-shy dog who 
just refuses to pose. If, finally, you get very angry and shout 


Te: many photographers have become satisfied with the 
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The personality of the individual animal, and the characteris- 
tics of the particular breed as well, should be captured by the 
photographer. This is the initial requisite in portraying your pet. 
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Since cats are agile, restless, and have ideas of their own, 
try posing them on a high table. They are more apt to be quiet.

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at the animal, he will most likely slink 
away into the corner of the studio. And 
that is the end of the sitting. Even if you 
try another shooting in the dog’s home, 
where familiar surroundings should give 
him more self confidence, he will proba- 
bly run fearfully into hiding the moment 
that you and the “infernal machine” ap- 
pear in the doorway. Harsh words and 
rough, abusive manners will never get 
you anywhere—especially with pets. 

In photographing your own pet, half 
the battle is won since you are familiar 
with his personality, mannerisms and 
tricks. Furthermore, he will be “all out” 
to please, by posing his prettiest. If you 
own no puss or pooch, no doubt a friend 
has one and will be glad to loan him. 
Models often can be found at veterinar- 
ians or pet shops for a moderate rental 
fee. Sometimes the pet shop owner will 
loan an animal in exchange for a couple 
of really striking enlargements to put in 
his window. This will help him in his 
advertising. It may be a good way to 
introduce your work to the public, if you 
want to make your hobby pay off, and 
you may soon find yourself up to the 
elbows in hypo with a flock of orders. 

What equipment is necessary? What 
camera, what film, what lighting are go- 
ing to be the most suitable? I think you 
will find that pet photography is tne type 
of work that is not going to make heavy 
inroads on your pocket book. It requires 
no large studio, no elaborate, expensive 
light setups or costly props. Nor is it 
essential to own a camera costing several 
hundred dollars. The old cliché “It’s not 
the camera, but the man behind it who 
counts” certainly holds true in this spe- 
cialized field. Even shots made with the 
simplest and most inexpensive equip- 
ment, have been snapped up on occasion 
by well-known magazines. I have found, 
through my personal experience, that one 
of the best cameras for pet photography 
is the reflex type with its groundglass 
viewer on which the setup can be studied, 
exact focus established, and action criti- 
cally observed. Use a tripod whenever 
possible; its use insures maximum steadi- 
ness and resulting sharpness as well as 
helping toward good composition. As 
this type of work requires small aper- 
tures and fairly fast shutter speeds, fast 
pan film is recommended. As many pets 
have red or brown in their coloring, ortho 
film, which is practically insensitive to 
red, is not so good, though it can be used 
successfully on black-and-white animals. 
The fast pan film yields brilliant and 
tone-true results. 

While still a student at a well-known 
photographic school, I decided to make 
pet photography my specialty. Knowing 
nothing about flash lighting, I naturally 
used floods and spots. Although tung- 
sten ts an inexpensive light source, I soon 
discovered that it was far from ideal. No 
matter how many lights I piled on my 
model.

Although flood lighting is pleasingly soft ang 
diffused, it does not give the pin-point illumination of flasif 
which makes every whisker stand out sharp and clear, making) 
pet pictures punchy. 

So I switched to flash, and flash it has been ever since fog 
my indoor work. Yes, I know that flashbulbs are more exf 
pensive and sometimes hard to get. But wait a minute—j 
if you use the lighting setup that I finally figured out after # 
good deal of trial and error, only one bulb and a reflector iff 
necessary on each exposure. Use it slightly above and t 
one side of the camera on an extension cord. This angling 
of the source light does away with that flat look characteristic 
of pictures made with flash on the camera, and will give gooif} 
plasticity and modeling. The high position of the reflectop 
also prevents falling off of light on the top of the head, anif 
by pointing the reflector slightly down, the harsh backgrounif 
shadow—another trademark of single flash—will be minimized 
and sometimes done away with. As fill-in, use a flood or spot 
on the opposite side of the camera. This not only serves ty 
open up shadows, but also gives cross-lighting that shows crisp 
fur texture. If shooting a light-colored animal against a dark 
background, try using a small spot above the animal’s head tr 
give top lighting and a “glamour” effect. If the subject is: 
dark one, which calls for a light background, try to maintain 
at least three feet of separation between the two, and use: 
spot on the background. This will not only aid toward : 
three-dimensional effect, but also will cut down the flash 
shadow, if any. This is a simple and efficient setup, neve 
requiring more than three lights, only one of which is a flash- 
bulb. Although the camera will generally be about four t 
six feet away from the pet, it is sometimes advisable to mov 
in to about three feet, especially with very small animal 
But always be careful not to come in too near with that flash- 
gun. This is a powerful source of illumination, and at ver 
close range will “burn up” all fur texture. Furthermore, the 
animal may be blinded by the flash. With the gun about five 
feet away, most animals pay little attention to the poppin 
of the bulbs; and whereas many a human subject will blink 
in anticipation of the sudden, brilliant light, most pets neve 
bat an eye. 


Keep backgrounds simple and usually of contrasting tone 
to the subject, although if you are experimentally minded, you 
can get quite sensational results by posing a white dog agains 
white, or a black cat against a dark background. There is no 
problem in the studio, for a couple of flats, some plain drapes 
or even blank wall space will do. But not everyone ca 
afford a studio, and therefore must make pictures at home 
Some homes have a great deal of furniture, figured wall paper, 
and hangings which make distracting backgrounds.

old stand-by that many people prefer for making figures. 
They are pliable and easy to work with, and require no 
special skill. Three cleaners can be twisted quickly into the 
shape of a human figure, minus head. A bit of practice with 
the wire will enable you to create any number of very life- 
like poses. The final touch is to give the wire figure a head; 
this can be made from a block of wood cut to any shape that 
comes close to resembling a head. A flat block about 1xlx% 
inches, coated with white enamel, is easy to handle when it 
comes to painting on the face, an operation which is described 
in detail later on in this article. 

Backgrounds made from sheets of colored paper, such as 
are found in variety stores and printing shops, are the best. 
These range from black to white through the primary colors 
of blue, green, red, and various shades in between. A neutral 
gray or jet black background is the standard for tabletops. 
However, this is a good opportunity to find out just how 
colored paper reacts in tonal graduations of black and white 
on your film. If you care to go further, experiments with 
colored paper; filters, and various types of panchromatic and 
orthochromatic film will give you invaluable experience to use

Putting expression on tg face of the figure isn’t as difficult 
as it may seem. Draw as few lines as possible. Most of us 
aren’t expert cartoonists, so the simpler the outline the better 
it will look. Practice on a piece of paper until you get an 
idea of what you want to express. Any expressions, such as 
joy, disgust, amazement, terror, etc., can be made by small 
changes in the direction of the lines. Draw on the face with 
a spotting brush, using water color or spotting pad. With the 
arms and legs bent at the proper angles and an expressive 
head and face, the figure will look amazingly lifelike. Only 
one head is actually needed for each figure regardless of the 
number of expressions desired, since the water-color face can 
easily be wiped off and another drawn in within a few minutes. 
However, if you have several expressions that you want to 
use repeatedly, make up a number of heads and keep them 
in stock. 

Once you have gone this far, and have photographed your 
model in several different poses, new ideas will come to mind 
rapidly. The pipe cleaner and wooden head are, literally, the 
skeleton upon which further elaboration will depend. Acces-

sories such as costumes, canes, umbrellas, golf 
clubs, hats, police badges, etc. will suggest 
themselves, as will props such as furniture 
and toy vehicles. Anything that will add in- 
dividuality to the little figure or aid in telling 
a story can be put to use. One precaution: 
do not clutter up your set with props merely 
for the sake of props. Be sure that the ones 
you have are essential to the picture. 

By this time you will probably find that 
your model is beginning to assume a per- 
sonality all his own—or possibly all her own. 
Let’s call our little character Tommy and 
give him a share in the proceedings. He can 
hold his head while you paint in his face, 
help you shift furniture, or maybe just sit 
back and cry when your ideas don’t coincide 
with his. About this time he’s ready to have 
his picture taken. 

Now you have the camera and lights set up, 
the background arranged to your liking, and 
the model—Tommy—in a good mood. What 
kind of picture should you take? How can

you best convey an idea in a single shot? One 
solution is—don’t take just a single shot; take 
several and tie them together with a unifying 
theme or story. 

Tabletops, it’s true, are generally inter- 
preted as one picture of an inanimate object, 
suggesting a complete story in a single set- 
ting. However, it isn’t always possible to 
compress a clear, concise story in one picture 
so that it will be understandable to every- 
one who looks at it. Oftentimes a story-tell- 
ing picture which seems crystal clear to you, 
doesn’t mean a thing to the casual observer 
examining your print. Wishful thinking on 
your part may put things into the picture 
which actually aren’t apparent to anyone else. 

With this in mind, why not solve the prob- 
lem by presenting your characters in panels 
or strips of four or more pictures in sequence? 
You can shoot this many tabletops in an eve- 
ning’s work. Afterwards it will add a little 
extra punch to caption each of the pictures 
using dialogue by (Continued on page 172)

ET us pose a theoretical question—and then give the prac- 
tical answer. What do you suppose would happen if 
suddenly all the sheet color film disappeared from the 
market and professional photographers were forced to work 
with color roll film? 

Do you think for one moment that all the big-time maga- 
zines would stop using color? Do you think that the quality 
of the color work would suffer appreciably? 

Of course not. 

The main reason that photographers have not used color 
roll film is a psychological one. They fear to take the step for- 
ward into using modern materials because “editors like large 
transparencies.” 

Well, such photographers are wasting a lot of time and effort. 
(Believe me, it is effort to lug an 8x10 camera half way around 
the world.) For all the editor needs is a projector and screen 
and the transparent stepchild of the small hand camera grows 
to 16x20 and even larger proportions. 

The whole problem reminds me of some my first photograph- 
ic experiences almost 17 years ago. I was a student in Munich 
at the then famous school for photography. In our class were 
7 boys and 35 girls; when we were not busy learning how to 
take pictures and develop them, we had a gay time. Some of 
us used to see a guy named Hitler in the Hofgarten Café, but 
none asked the man, who looked alien and sinister, to sit for 
his portrait. We were all ambitious and had serious work to 
do. The school studios were equipped with huge 8x10 cameras 
on awkward, heavy tripods, and we felt lucky when a class 
problem would take us outside, where we could use our handy 
little 9x12-cm cameras. 

There was some talk then of a camera, a “Leica,” which one 
could slip into his pocket. But no one paid much attention to 
this “gadget” talk; for we were being trained to show texture 
in the most minute details and a 35-mm film would never ac- 
complish what a 9x12-cm or an 18x24-cm plate would without 
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ritz henle on 


revealing objectionable grain or softness upon enlargement. 

Then one day a small package arrived for me at the school. 
Forty-one envious pairs of eyes watched as I unwrapped the 
first Rolleiflex any of us had seen. And the same eyes followed 
my every move as I held and tested the little camera, which 
I proudly assured them, would do wonders. I even went so 
far as to say that the Rollei (only 6x6 cm) would one day re- 
place the 9x12-cm cameras; my classmates agreed. 

Little did we realize how long it would take for editors to 
be educated to looking at 2%x2% contact prints. It is difficult 
to understand this in these days; yet within the past two years 
a parallel problem has arisen in the field of color. 

There have been endless discussions and round-table con- 
ferences with all the photographic experts present—and the 
experts all smile when you mention color roll film. The same 
was true when they considered small cameras in 1931. Today 
many color photographers are willing to lug around heavy 
8x10 cameras in specially designed streamlined cases fastened 
to their aching backs. They carry lots of beautiful shiny equip- 
ment to difficult locations. If they are happy this way, let them 
be. Let them stick to their heavy burdens. Their tools are dif- 
ferent from mine, and they seem just a little impractical—like 
heavy, outmoded battleships; whereas, we have precision ma- 
chines—tiny in comparison, but incredibly faster and easier in 
many ways. Yet these machines are denied their proper place. 

Of course, another alleged reason for not using color roll film 
in the 24%x2% size is that the smaller the transparency, the 
worse the engraving. It is true that engravers shout their 
heads off when they see a small transparency, but it is also 
true that many national magazines have used transparencies 
of this size to advantage. [Editor’s note: National Geographic 
Magazine reproduces 85% of its full-color plates from 35-mm 
Kodachrome and Ansco Color Film transparencies.] Perfect 
plates can and must be made from the smaller transparencies, 
with just a little more patience and a little more skill. Pioneer- 
ing takes time. Remember 1931? 

Naturally, to get perfect cooperation and a perfect engraving, 
you must offer a transparency that is perfect in every detail— 
as sharp as it can be with colors true to your subject. And this 
requires certain skills on your part. 

To arrive at technical perfection with this small and delicate 
medium means hard work and absolute control of one’s photo- 
graphic skill. Any adjustment, however small, if uncalculated 
means a spoiled picture. Unlike black-and-white film, which 
will tolerate a long range in exposure, color film has to be ex- 
posed exactly. 

Any over- or underexposure changes color values into un- 
pleasant shades. The printer is able to correct color deficien- 
cies on a large sheet of film. He can do the same on a 2%4x2", 
but only an expert craftsman can handle this problem satis- 
factorily. Unless the reproduction process is being handled by 
such excellent men as those who work for Condé Nast or Cur- 
tis or some other big house, the only possibility for good repro- 
duction of 244x2% transparencies lies with the photographer's 
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Natural reflections provided full illumination for this Ba-

skill. His color transparency must be with- 
out fault. 

The amateur photographer has been told 
many times that it is easy to take color pic- 
tures. But from “easy” to perfection is still 
a long way. Anybody can handle a camera 
now; there is no long study necessary to 
handle a twin-lens reflex. But, why are 
there still so few outstanding color pictures 
taken with this excellent little camera? When 
the first Ansco 120 color roll film came out 
in 1945 every professional tried it and most 
of us got discouraged and gave up. My first 
experiences were quite disheartening, too. 
The color values of No. 120 Ansco at that 
time left something to be desired. So why use 
it? Color assignments meant that I had to 
give up the mobility of my camera (the Rol- 
lei) and lose the chance to utilize movement 
in my pictures. Many compositions which I 
could make in a split-second only were now 
impossible. But just as Stieglitz believed and 
proved that the “snapshot” could be used 
creatively in black-and-white, so I was con-

This distinguished escutcheon is a not-so-distinguished ob- 
fect—a chair. It is the same type of chair that haunted our 
olden-time sarsaparilla parlors and corner soda fountains. Now 
it has been resurrected from someone’s cellar and has been 
glorified in color and in black-and-white by Blumenfeld, as 
can be seen in the color photograph on the page to the left.

And 
for this he gets paid! 

He believes that perfection is boredom, and that all per- 
fectionists should try for imperfection. This philosophy is the

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scientific photography opens a new perspective for the 

human spirit. It reaches out into physics, chemistry, 
astronomy, metallurgy, electronics, physiology, and zoology, 
medicine, biochemistry, and a thousand related fields; reveals 
unknown, unseen worlds. It shifts our attention to impersonal 
forces and shows things out of human scale. Under the X ray 
or the electronic microscope, reality becomes a fantasy, and 
time itself becomes visible. 

Here is a vast world for the modern photographer to explore. 

There are a variety of techniques and methods unique to 
scientific photography. Among these are the X ray, the strobo- 
scope, ultraviolet and infrared photography. The relatively 
recent electronic microscope is capable of magnifications of 
200,000 diameters. Photomicrography and telephotography in- 
volve elaborate and expensive equipment of a complexity 
which would be baffling indeed to the amateur snapshooter. 
However, all these complexities need not worry the average 
photographer who may look for beauty or aesthetic appeal in 
these photographs. 

Those who respond to photographs as a means of expression 
as well as of record will find in scientific photographs new 
spurs to the imagination, which often can be translated into 
what we may call “ordinary” photography. Here we find tex- 
tures and surfaces of materials which deceive the eye, as in

Scientific photographs are made tor 
utilitarian purposes — to test a new 
metal or diagnose a patient's ills. 
Yet they also reveal pure fantasy of 


line and torm that delights the eye 


electron-microscope photographs; diffraction rings; photo- 
micrographs of “smooth” metal surfaces; or a cross section of 
wood under the microscope. Such glimpses of a world unseen 
by the human eye supply a reservoir of stimulation for all. 

The field of abstract photography, for example, can find no 
better source material than in the science laboratory. When it 
comes to tonal gradations as found in the accompanying X-ray 
transparency of the baboon skull, no other art medium can 
compete. Here we find the most intricate recording of bone 
structures, which would be impossible to create by the artisan. 
The violent explosive fire of gas, the characteristic patterns of 
sound waves, or the structural segment of a diatom take on 
new significance when interpreted by the photographic artist. 
Let’s explore this field some more and become more familiar 
with its ramifications and scope. 

One of the oldest instruments for scientific photography is 
the X ray. X-ray photography enables us to see invisible 
organisms which cause disease and death. It can look with 
equal ease through vital airplane castings and the human body, 
priceless paintings and molybdenum. The two accompanying 
X-ray photographs show the curiously casual identity between 
science and nature—the one a vacuum tube, and the other 
a life-sized skull of the mandrill, whose Old World primate 
bones possess air cells not unlike those responsible for homo 
sapiens’ sinusitis. Thanks to scientific photography’s extended 
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Forms within forms, all in delicate tonal gradations, mark this X ray of the skull 
of a mandrill, a West African baboon. One of science's most versatile aids, the X ray 
has added a new dimension to vision and a new medium to art. Interest lies not in the 
subject matter alone, but in forms and mass relationships brought to light by its eye. 
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Stress pattern in plastics between polarizing sheets is revealed in this photo by Armour Research Foundation.

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and sharpened vision, the layman may share the sci- 
entist’s thrill of knowledge. 

Ultraviolet photography, based on the light ray of 
shortest wave length, can detect invisible inks, stains, 
and fraudulently altered documents. It is a powerful 
weapon against crime. It can detect differences between 
precious and artificial stones. Research in textiles, ce- 
ramics, enamels and other materials can also be made 
by this method. 

At the other end of the spectrum, beyond the visible 
deep red is infrared photography, based on the longer 
wave lengths of light. Through this medium, medical 
diagnosis is made, technical and scientific subjects pho- 
tographed, illegible documents deciphered. Infrared 
penetrates atmospheric haze, allowing long-distance 
photographs to be made from the ground or the air 

Photomicrography, with a wide range of magnifica- 
tions, enables us to see the crystalline structures of 
vitamins and of essential steel. Through the photo- 
micrograph we see the female hydra’s ovulation, a 
function of nature apparently similar to the simple 
fission of ameebic reproduction. 

From the minute micro world the photographer can 
go to an opposite extreme for study. Infinite changes 
in the physical universe are continuously being re- 
corded by telephoto cameras located in observatories 
all over the world. These see what the eye cannot: 
new galaxies, great clusters of stars, planetary nebulz, 
variable stars, constellations, specter of nove and su- 
pernove—celestial tumult observed in interplanetary 
space removed thousands of light-years from our 
planet. Close at hand, on earth, time lapse photographs 
document changes which take place over periods of 
hours and weeks. 

In the sequence of time-traces on the screen of a 
cathode ray oscilloscope, time, that reluctant, evasive 
fourth dimension of the space-time continuum, is shown 
forth, plain for all to see. This is super-reality no 
surrealist could imagine. Yet this delicate and fragile 
profile, measured in 1/100,000 of a second, is as actual 
as the steel girders of the Washington bridge . . . and, 
no doubt, in as perilous a tension. 

Scientific photography is a gold mine of speed-forms 
which will influence other types of photography, mod- 
ern art, and design. A falling drop of water, stopped 
in mid-air by the speedlamp at 1/10,000 second, reveals 
nature’s perfect streamlining. The flight of a bird gives 
up its secrets when the speedlamp picture shows the 
cold fact that each primary feather at the wing tips 
turns slightly to allow air to pass through on the back 
stroke before taking a new sweep. 

In ballistics, high speed spark photography can stop 
action as never before. From such records, experts 
study the flight of projectiles (Continued on page 222)

tirely new photographic lease on life. 

I was tired of th= old procedure—mak- 
ing the exposure, developing, printing, 
and showing the mounted results to 
friends and camera club members. I 
mooned about my plight. It was Novem- 
ber and time to prepare my annual 
Christmas card. Even this bored me. 





T-square is used to rule the mount, and 
prints are enlarged to the sizes marked. 





After tacking dry mounting tissue to the 
backs of prints and trimming to size, the 
prints are mounted on the layout. Balloon 
captioning, for continuity, is the last step. 


The cards had always been the same, 
featured a seasonal picture of my chil- 
dren. I just couldn’t do that again. 

I pushed at the walls of my imagina- 
tion’s cocoon. It stirred, and this time I 
created a four-picture sequence Christ- 
mas card, one picture on each of the four 
pages of the French-fold card. It told a 
simple story. It made a hit with me and 
with all my friends. 

I perked up, and got excited about the 
possibilities in picture stories. This be- 
gan a new phase in my photographic 
life. I shot a lot of picture series that 
told little stories about my children’s 
day-to-day activities. This was fun. And 
then... 

Then I got ambitious. I began study- 
ing the comics, when suddenly it dawned 
on me that here was a special technique 
already worked out. It was terrifically 
fascinating. I got so ambitious that I de- 
cided to create so-called photographic 
comic strips seriously, as if I were mak- 
ing them for newspapers and magazines. 
I studied the comics carefully and made 
mine in the correct proportions. 

What I learned was worth the effort I 
put into it. From rather meaningless, and 
certainly limited single pictures, I had 
moved on to the fresh experience of cre- 
ating planned multiple picture stories. It 
required more careful planning, more 
skillful execution than anything I had 
ever done in photography. I recommend 
it heartily as a means of breaking 
through the limitations imposed by the 
single picture, and as an exercise in dis- 
ciplined realization of creative story 
telling. 

As in my case, I would suggest that 
the beginner venturing into this new 
field begin with simple two, three and 
four-picture sequences until you get the 
hang of conveying action and ideas in 
picture series. I did this and finally 
worked up to a sequence of twelve or 
more pictures of my children in the form 
of typical comic strips. The title Sebas- 
tian & Sue came naturally, since these 
were partially in use as pet names. 

I soon realized that the longer picture 
sequences, if they were to be successful, 
would require some planning in the pre- 
shooting stages. As a matter of fact, the 
photographs, which are the most impor- 
tant element in the finished product, are 
one of the last steps in the chain. The 
first step was a matter of dreaming up

TEST YOUR FOASH EQUIPMENT 


O SYNCHRONIZE or not to synchro- 

nize, that’s the answer! At least, that’s 

the answer to the majority of the am- 
ateur’s woes in flash photography. When 
one considers all the trouble scientists go 
through today to split the atom, isn’t it 
rather surprising how modest we photogra- 
phers are about ‘splitting time’? We set the 
shutter speed of our camera in terms of 
hundredths of a second; we use flashbulbs 
whose light is effective for thousandths of 
a second; we connect the two with a piece 
of wire at the ends of which are a couple 
of relatively inexpensive gadgets; then, we 
snap along our merry way, blissfully taking 
for granted the fact that when the shutter 
is fully opened, we expect the bulb to emit 
illumination.

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How An Enlarger Works 


Here are basie prineiples you should know. whether 


you plan to build or buy an enlarger or now own one

ON, who on the scale of photo- 
D graphic experience would rank as 

Beginner, J. G., was studying one 
of the pictures in the exhibit. 

“Aw, forget that cheesecake, and let’s 
move along,” Pete, his fellow hobbyist, 
urged. 

“It’s not the gal that fascinates me,” 
Don declared. “But look at that!” He 
pointed to a little inch by inch-and-a-half 
contact print pasted in the lower left- 
hand corner of the mount, and then mo- 
tioned toward the 16x20 enlargement. 
“Do they mean that this big picture was 
made from a negative the size of that 
tiny print?” 

“They do. And what’s so funny about 
that?” Pete had dabbled in somewhat 
more hypo than Don. 

Don shook his head. “I never realized 
that enlarging could work such a change. 
Why, there’s a world of difference be- 
tween this big print and that little one.” 

“Of course,” Pete agreed. “Besides be- 
ing bigger, the enlargement shows the 
effect of localized control, and .. .” 

“I’m going to get an enlarger,” Don in- 
terrupted, “and learn how to make big 
prints, too.” Then his enthusiasm faded.

“Like everything else, yes. But you’re 
pretty handy with a screw driver and 
hammer.

Don ignored the crack, and his fore- 
head wrinkled in thought; then it re- 
laxed. “I'll try it!” he declared. “But 
first ’ve got to dig up some dope about 
enlargers, for I hardly know what one 
looks like. Got any ideas?” 

“T think so,” Pete said. “You'll do the 
wise thing by carrying out some research 
and study before tackling the actual 
building. There are a lot of choices to be 
made before you can settle upon a design 
that will fit your particular needs. I'll 
help you all I can.” 





In the belief that there are a lot of 
Dons who may want to tackle the build- 
ing of a workable enlarger, this article 
will be devoted to a survey of some of 
the basic ideas concerning enlargers and 
enlarging. This will help you lay the

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groundwork before actually starting con- 
struction. Read all the references you 
can find about enlargers. Examine the 
commercially-built ones at dealers. Be- 
sides learning the fundamentals of design 
and construction, you will be preparing 
yourself for making a better choice in 
event that, some day, you want to buy a 
manufactured job. 

Making a print showing details bigger 
than they are in the negative is just 
about the most fascinating part of dark- 
room dabbling. This process, called “en- 
larging” or “projection printing,” has a 
number of claims to importance. It en- 
ables the owner of a very small camera 
to make prints of practical size, at a mini- 
mum of film cost, and while enjoying 
other small-camera advantages such as 
great depth of field. It permits the pic- 
ture to be cropped selectively so that 
only the wanted portions are recorded on 
the print, and so composition will be im- 
proved. Enlarging enables the photog- 
rapher to improve print quality by giv- 
ing more exposure to some parts of the 
picture, less to other parts. It offers him 
a way of correcting faulty perspective. 
By projecting the image of an ordinary 
negative on a piece of enlarging paper 
that slopes or is bent, he can produce a 
caricature-portrait or similar deliberate 
distortion. 

In all, enlarging is a useful and highly 
entertaining phase of picture-making, and 
is today such an essential part of the pho- 
tographic art that it sometimes is diffi- 
cult to find, in a group of shutterbugs, 
one who can make a really good contact 
print! Every camera owner who follows 
his hobby beyond the drug store stage 
eventually finds himself in need of an 
enlarger. Whether he buys or builds it, 
he should have at least a nodding ac- 
quaintance with certain details of en- 
larger design, construction, and use. 


Parts of an Enlarger 
An enlarger is essentially a camera in 
reverse. The light travels through the 
negative first and then the lens, and the 
image of the negative is formed some- 
where beyond the lens. The fundamental 
problems of enlarger design and opera- 
tion are to illuminate the negative ade- 
quately and evenly, and to form an image 
of desired sharpness on the sensitized en- 
larging paper. The different basic parts 

which it requires are as follows: 


Licut Source: Electricity is practically 
the sole source of light used for enlarg- 
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With an enlarger you can make bigger 
pictures, using only the most important 
part of your negative as illustrated by 
comparison of a straight contact print 
(above) with final enlargement (right). 


ing; and the familiar incandescent lamp, 
often wearing a special bulb and perhaps 
having a higher-than-normal filament 
temperature, is the most common means 
of converting the electricity into usable 
light. However, so-called “cold-light” 
illuminators are bidding for prominence. 

The lamp is placed in a housing to pre- 
vent light from going where it isn’t 
wanted, and often to help distribute it 
evenly over the negative. Unfortunately, 
this housing also confines the heat; and 
so the enlarger-builder must give atten- 
tion to ventilation. The end or top of the 
lamp housing may or may not be de- 
signed to act as a reflector that directs 
some of the rays toward the negative. 
The enlarger lamp may have a clear-glass 
bulb, one made of opal glass, or one 
coated with a milky diffusion material. 
The most suitable bulb type depends on 
the method used for distributing light 
over the negative. 


LicHT ContTrots: Incandescent enlarger 
lamps are turned on and off by foot or 
hand-controlled switches or by automatic 
timers. Fluorescent lamps, to be switch- 
controlled, must be instant starting. 
Otherwise, the print timing is handled By 
a shutter while the lamps remain on. 
Frequent stopping and starting of a 
fluorescent lamp shortens its life and that 
of its auxiliary equipment. High-voltage 
gaseous-discharge tubes, usually em- 
ployed as a flat grid placed near the dif- 
fusing screen (groundglass) of the en- 
arger, may be left on all during the 
darkroom session, and the enlarging time 
controlled by a shutter. In addition to a 
convenient switch, an incandescent en- 
larger lamp, particularly if of the over- 
volted type, should be connected to a 
rheostat to adjust light intensity. 


LENS: Usually the enlarger lens should 
be of approximately the same focal 
length as the one that took the picture. 
In fact, the same lens often is used for 
both the camera and the enlarger. Con- 
siderable variation in focal length is pos- 
le, and any good lens can be used for 
eniarging provided its focal length is not 
too short to cover the area of the nega- 
tive that is to be printed, or too long for 
the capacity of the enlarger focusing 
chanism. Convenient working distances 
are factors that limit and control lens 
focal length. The shorter the principal 
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focus of a lens, the less the distance re- 
quired between it and the negative, and 
between it and the paper for a given de- 


gree of blow-up. As a suggestion, en- 
larger lens focal length and the negative 
sizes covered may be as follows: 


Focal Length Negative Size 


2 inches 1 x14;1%xl5% 
3 inches 154x2% 3; 2%x2% 
4 inches 24%4x3% 

5 or 5% inches 34%x4%4; 4 x5 
¢ inches 4 x6 
7% inches 5 = 
10 inches 8 x10 


Any of the foregoing lenses will cover 
all smaller negative sizes, when working 






distance (enlarger lens to paper) is not 
too great. Thus you can use a 6-inch lens 
for enlarging a negative made on 35 mm 
film, if you can get the paper far enough 
from the enlarger and if the printing time 
that results is not too great. 

The enlarger lens should be of the best 
quality obtainable, and should be every 
bit as good as that used on the camera 

. . unless you are striving for special 
soft-focus effects. Although lenses de- 
signed for enlarging are preferable, any 
good camera lens can be used. Theoreti-

eral other cameras of the 1840 era. But 
these are only a mere handful of the 
total collection which will fill several 
rooms when it is ultimately displayed. 


ALL YOU COLOUR ENTHUSIASTISTS 
will know the Eastman Kodak product 
Ektachrome, intended by the manufac- 
turers to be processed by the user. This 
we know to be the case with you, but 
did you know that over here, Kodak un- 
dertakes the processing itself at approx- 
imately 50 cents per 3!2x2'-inch piece 
of sheet film? There is a complete scar- 
city, if not complete non-existence, of the 
necessary developing kits. 

I hear too, by the way, that the Geva- 
colour process, until now only available 
elsewhere in Europe, is shortly to be 
made available in Britain and that the 
much vaunted Ilford colour process is 
likely, at long last, to be on the market 
in the very near future. Gevacolour, al- 
though intended ultimately to be proc- 
essed by the user, will, for the time being, 
be processed by the manufacturer and I 
should not be the least surprised to see 
Ilford follow suit. 


THE MONTH has been marked by a 
spate of exhibitions. There was a show of 
medical photography at the Royal So- 
ciety of Medecine, Ulster House put on a 
very nice show of Georgian architecture 
in Northern Ireland, the Royal had its 
usual monthly show, whilst the studio 
group at the Camera Club hung its an- 
nual exhibition of members’ work. 

Last, but not least, came the show by 
Kenneth and John Cole at the Holborn 
Galleries. These two young men (Ken- 
neth is 29, John is 24) wiil be worth 
watching. They first sprang into sqme- 
thing like prominence about 14 months 
ago, Kenneth in the industrial sphere, 
John in the world of fashion, and now 
they are rapidly establishing themselves. 
At present hampered by their inability to 
find suitable premises, they are working 
in two separate studios in London, but 
some day soon they hope to join forces 
completely. At present their only joint 
work is the stuff they do for fun. 


THE EXTINCTION TYPE of exposure 
meter, operating on the step wedge prin- 
ciple, largely went out of fashion with 
the advent of the photo-electric type. 
This was, to some extent, surprising, be- 
cause under normal conditions the ex- 
tinction type meter was perfectly satis- 
factory and cost appreciably less than 
its selenium counterpart. 

Consequently it has been interesting 
this month to see the appearance of two 
new extinction meters on the British mar- 
ket. Both Neville Brown & Co. and Actina 
have produced models, the first firm’s 
product being quite flat, with the num- 
bers visible through a narrow slot. The 
Actina model is built into a small metal 
cylinder about 3 inches long and 1 inch 
in diameter. Both models are resurrec- 
tions of pre-war types, the Leudi and 
Drem respectively. —Leonard Burrell.

ing is so rapid, the central portion is still 
emitting light when the detonation reaches 
the foil at extremities. Thus, for 
all practical purposes, we can consider the 
entire bulb as participating in the combus- 
tion reaction at the peak of illumination.

At the top of the first page 
you can see the proper equipment set-up, 
Observe that no reflector is used, and that 
the flash gun is kept as far from walls and 
mirrors as possible, since these might reflect 
light back to the bulb. 

Because film is so sensitive to 
light, a slower emulsion is used. Ordinary 
bromide enlarging paper is suitable and 
should be placed in the holder as shown 
too. It will naturally be developed in an 
ordinary paper developer. 

Shutter speed should be set as fast as 
possible to ensure the test being made under 
the most adverse conditions. The last pic- 
ture shows some typical results obtained, 
and may be used for comparison purposes. 
These tests were made with a 314x414 Speed 
Graphic; flash gun was 18 inches from the 
lens; shutter speed set at 1/400 second; lens 
opening f/22; enlarging paper was Velour 
Black, glossy, No. 3 contrast; developer Dek- 
tol, 45 sec. at 68 deg., dilution 1:2; flash- 
bulbs used, G-E No. 11 and Wabash Press 40. 

The test described in this article is be- 
lieved by the author to be the simplest yet

vinced that such a goal was possible 
eventually in color, too. I therefore stuck 
to my Rolleiflex and in the winter of 
1945, when I went again to Mexico, I 
achieved my first satisfactory results. 
The portrait of the young woman with the 
foliage at Fortian de les Fores (page 76) 
is an example of the outstanding quality 
120 Ansco could give you from then on. 


There are no filters in my possession 
other than a light haze filter. Otherwise, 
I rely entirely on my judgment, coming 
partly from long experience. I prefer to 
work in color during the early hours of 
the day or any time after the sun has 
reached its highest point. From 2 to 3 
P.M. until as late as shortly before sun- 
set I have found most satisfactory. 


Light in the era of color photography 
becomes even more difficult to attain. It 
is not a question of light and shadow and 
composition alone anymore. Now enters 
the brilliance of color and the illumina- 
tion of shadows, which might disturb the 
value of a picture. Color is often mis- 
understood. It does not mean just any 
color and as many different loud and 
shrieking color values as possible. 

In my picture of the Mexican Charros 
(page 76) I try to show how few shades 
and combinations are necessary to create 
a very pleasant color shot. Besides this 
is a real “snapshot” with split-second 
realization of a lovely composition with 
even a certain suggestion of motion, 
when you look at the approaching horses 
in the background and the Charro tying 
his handkerchief. Of course, I could not 
use a tripod for this picture but an ex- 
posure of 1/50 sec. at f/6.3 will stop dis- 
tant action and a trained hand certainly 
will not shake the camera. Besides, f/6.3 
with the excellence of a 75-mm Tessar 
will give perfectly satisfactory depth of 
field as long as the subject is not too 
close to the camera. The portrait of the 
young (page 76) naturally re- 
quired a tripod and long exposure, since 
I had to stop down to f/16. 

The picture of the Waikiki Beach (page 
76) is another “snapshot.” Here, too, the 
scene was changing from second to sec- 
ond. The people moved, the white surf 
came in with a broad ribbon of white 
foam, then retracted rather colorlessly. 
Only the speedy Rolleiflex can capture 
such a scene in all its true charm of the 
very moment, without loud shouts of 
“hold it,” because any larger size cam- 
era would have necessitated a long ex- 
posure and rather tedious preparations 
for a result which would have looked 
artificial and false.

To illustrate still another of my selec- 
tions of “light” I have chosen my pic- 
ture of the Bahama Beauty (page 75) 
for reproduction. You will see from the 
long shadows that it was taken late in the 
afternoon. Once again—no filter! But 
lots of sand on all sides acting as a nat- 
ural reflector without spoiling the beauty 
of deep shadows. To me it seems a 
strange argument that detail in the shad- 
ows will get lost in reproduction and that 
one should use fill-in flash and bright

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silver reflectors. Here again let us look 
at the results, which will make a long 
discussion superfluous. Just imagine the 
Bahama Beauty and Mexican portrait 
taken with a fill-in flash or artificial re- 
flection! Both these pictures were taken 
from a tripod. I would say that I use a 
tripod for half of my color picture. As 
soon as I approach an exposure of 1/25 
second, the greatest possible steadiness is 
desirable, because the slightest movement 
will spoil a picture once it is blown up to 
the page size of a magazine. 

One of the major difficulties in dealing 
with color is that the photographer is 
faced with too much color in natural 
scenes. One of his most difficult tasks 
is to use the camera as an instrument of 
choice. He must refine the scene, pick 
and choose till he finds a harmonious 
combination of colors. For that reason, I 
am particularly happy with the picture 
taken at the Pyramid of the Sun in Mex- 
ico (page 77). It demonstrates color at 
its simplest. There is only a small spot 
of pink and green to break the otherwise 
almost monotonous scale of colors. The 
pyramids lay under a merciless sun on a 
dusty plateau. Naturally, there were no 
flowers in this semi-desert region—so I 
had wrapped the flowers in wet news- 
papers and brought them from Mexico 
City. Once again, I blessed the Rollei- 
flex for her ability to take color, for it 
would have been very tough to carry 
heavy equipment to this location when it 
was well above 100 degrees in the shade. 
There was lots of reflected light on this 
location, and the exposure was f/12.5 at 
1/25 second. 

The picture of the smart fishing outfit 
(page 76) could have been carefully com- 
posed on a wharf with bigger equipment, 
but again I was happier with my small 
camera—for the gangplank on which my 
model was sitting was moving up 
down with the gentle waves. There 
no question of long exposure—1/50 sec- 
ond was the longest I dared. That still 
gave me a stop well above f/7—and with 


and

the Rollei, that means a very decent 
depth of field. 
The ultimate success of my 214x214 


pictures depends upon one more very im- 
portant factor. That is processing, which 
unfortunately, is out of my control be- 
cause my darkroom is not equipped to 
handle it adequately. Color processing 
requires perfect thermostatic control of 
temperatures. All my work therefore, is 
at present done by commercial laborato- 
ries, which do a fine job. But even- 
tually I will control my pictures even in 
this important phase because I feel that 
processing is a “must” for every creative 
photographer. Within a few years this 
step should be just as much a matter of 
routine as for the editor to look at 2!4x 
214 transparencies and for the printers to 
reproduce them effectively as they now 
execute illustrations from 4x5 and 8x10- 
inch transparencies.—

slide. Then you say, “That’s fine. Now 
let’s go on to the next pose.” It works! 

Another important factor along this 
line is the attitude of the photographer. 
There’s a well worn and completely erro- 
neous expression that represents a popu- 
lar misconception in regard to this. You 
often have heard the saying that, to a 
photographer a model might just as well 
be a block of wood. Get that idea out 
of your mind because it’s the bunk! Ifa 
photographer regards a model as a block 
of wood, she won’t look like much more 
than that in the finished print. 

As a matter of fact, during a glamour 
sitting, a good photographer should actu- 
ally be a little in love with the model. 
Let me quickly qualify that statement be- 
cause it sounds strange, but there is 
sound psychological reasoning behind it. 
Every girl has the idea that to some man 
she is completely irresistible. 

The photographer, then, during the 
taking of the photograph, must put him- 
self in the position of the man who loves 
or will love the model and see her 
through his eyes. That doesn’t mean that 
he makes wolf eyes at the model and his 
heart doesn’t have to pick up a single 
beat. It just means that there is a brief 
emotional sympathy between photogra- 
pher and model. 

I have attempted to give you here a few 
tips that have helped me make my glam- 
our pictures successful ... and I trust I 
to you (I know I have 
proved it to my amateur friend George 
Faraghan) that shooting glamour is not

Hands do not show in an ordinary head-and-shoulders glamour shot, but they are 
important. Their placement determines the position of the trunk and shoulders. These 
three basic variations were used by Denning and Faraghan; the white outlines show how 





the final prints were cropped. In the pose to the left, Joan is leaning forward with 
her hands resting lightly across her knees. Pose at center looks slightly awkward 
but when cropped gives a delightful result. Extension of the arms not only softens the 
shoulder line, but also has a tendency to pull in an unruly double chin, if any. In 
the pose at right, the photographer again asked the model to extend her left hand 
below her knee. Thus her left shoulder was dropped and the line softened—in a much 
more natural manner than if he had simply told her to drop her left shoulder a bit.

the characters or some sort of running 
commentary. 

For example, let’s take the problem 
you may have while trying to prop a 
figure in place so that it will stay in one 
position without tumbling over. Fumbly 
fingers seem to make the tiny figure as 
temperamental as a prima donna. It is a 
good opportunity to create a panel of 
pictures telling the tale of a tabletop who 
didn’t want to pose. 

First of all, have firmly in mind the 
story you want to tell. Write down the 
sequences before you set up your camera 
equipment. Your jotted notes will help 
to prompt your memory as you go 
through the mechanics of taking the pic- 
tures. To emphasize the smallness of the 
figure, protrude a hand into the scene. 
It will give infinitely more life to an 
otherwise static setting. Remember that 
small movements of the hand which will 
be invisible to the eye will very definite- 
ly record on the film. Use at least 1/100 
second. In this set of photos a No. 5 flash- 
bulb was used in place of a spotlight. 
This allowed an exposure of 1/400 at f/32. 

After you have made the prints, ar- 
range them in their proper order and let 
someone else look them over. If he read- 
ily grasps the story, you can consider 
your sequence a success. Captioning each 
picture, of course, will give an added 
punch to the story. 

What to do with them after they are 
made? Add them to your album. They 
will lend variety to the pages of vacation 
shots, family recordings, or baby pic- 
tures. Tabletops have an infinite variety 
of applications. They can be made into 
Christmas or birthday cards, or they can 
reflect incidents which happen in your 
household. For instance—the way Baby 
looks when Mother washes his face, or 
caricatures of Big Sister and her Date. 
The next time your dog chases the post- 
man, make a tabletop of a dog chasing 
the postman, with yourself standing on 
the front porch biting your fingernails. 
Label it on the bottom “We’re Awfully 
Sorry!” and give it to him the next time 
he makes his rounds. Who knows? It 
may save you a law-suit!—f

For those who would like to try their 
hand at a greeting card in pictures, with- 
out too much time or trouble, there are 
a number of simple forms in which this 
may be accomplished. Many photographic 
shops and drug stores carry ready-made 
Christmas or New Year’s negatives which 
can be combined with a picture from one’s 
own file to create a simple but effective 
greeting card. Another type of simple 
card can be just a contact print from the 
photographer’s own file, edged with an 
adhesive tape in a Christmas design, and 
signed with the name of the sender. Re- 
produced on pages 80 and 81 are prize- 
winning entries in last year’s POPULAR 
PHoTocraPHY Christmas Card Contest, 
many of which have made use of the 
more simple types of card-creating tech- 
niques.

few minutes’ thought on your own part 
should certainly solve the problem of de- 
cision as to the type and complexity of 
the card you’d like to send to your 
friends. Don’t take too long to make up 
your mind, however, for the Christmas 
rush starts early, and the post offices will 
be packed with holiday mail. It’s a better 
effect to have your cards arrive before 
Christmas. 

To help you plan your photographic 
Christmas card, we'd like to tell you 
something about the ten winning entries 
in last year’s contest. The photographers 
who created these cards sent us their 
stories, and it’s easy to see that, for them, 
making their greetings was an enjoyable 
photographic project. 

Take the Hoffmans of Brooklyn, New 
York, for example. Their card was made 
by taking a picture of their baby, Glenn 
Edward, and enlarging the print to an 
8x10. The photograph of a Christmas tree 
ornament was enlarged, cut out, and 
pasted onto the child’s portrait. A convex 
mirror was then used to make a minia- 
ture self portrait of Hoffman and his wife, 
and this print was in turn pasted onto 
the tree ornament. The greeting and sig- 
nature were hand lettered with showcard 
color, and the result copied. Finished 





prints were enlargements from this nega- 
tive. 

Lewis Trapp of Columbus, Ohio, made 
his card in the form of a booklet. A shot 
of a graduate overprinted with the words 
“Full Measure” formed the cover, while 
inside pages contained photographs of the 
members of his family, mounted behind 
cutouts of the letters T-R-A-P-P-S. All 
negatives were assembled in their proper 
order and printed in one operation, with 
care exercised to obtain proper density 
and contrast in the various films to insure 
prints of equal values. 

John Calkins of South Lyon, Michigan, 
produced an unusual card with little dif- 
ficulty. He took a photograph which he 





James L. Ramsell of Nutley, N. J., de- 
signed this Christmas card with the idea 
of simplifying the photographic process- 
ing. His daughter, Sharon Ann, served as 
the model, a blanket made up the back- 
ground, and the greeting was lettered di- 
rectly upon the wrapping of the package. 


had made of Silver Lake, Michigan, 
cropped its margins to the edge of the 
print, and then placed it on a piece of old 
burlap sacking which had been stretched 
over a sheet of plywood. After this was 
done, Calkins wrote his greeting and sig- 
nature, using wool yarn and fine white 
thread. This setup was then re-photo- 
graphed and the final cards enlarged from 
this on a silk finish paper. The results 
were excellent, as seen on page 80. 

The Curcurus of Ferndale, Michigan, 
made their card by the paste-up and copy 
method. A free-hand sketch was first 
made of the general idea, and then a 
whirling record was shot just as the pick- 
up arm came down on the record. Each 
of the family members was then photo- 
graphed in a different pose on the floor, 
taking care to shoot them at the same 
angle as the record picture and with the 
same angle of lighting. Cutouts of these 
were then pasted on an enlargement of 
the record, along with a piece of Christ- 
mas wrapping paper to overlay the center 
post of the record player. Lettering was 
cut out of old newspapers and pasted 
down, and then the paste-up was re- 
photographed for a final negative from 
which the card was made. 

Frank B. Pomeroy of Coulee Dam, 
Washington, created a simple but ex- 
tremely effective card of the folder type. 
A portrait of his daughter appeared in- 
side the booklet, the cover of which con- 
sisted of the words “Merry Christmas.’ 
The greeting had been traced in the 
snow with a finger, then decorated with

a few cedar branches, and in effective 
simplicity was one of the most striking 
received during the entire period of the 
contest. A touch of color was added to 
the card by the use of Christmas-decc- 
rated cellulose tape placed on two edges 
of the card and along one side of the 
envelope. 

The E. R. Wades of the Bronx, New 
York, made three negatives and com- 
bined them for their Christmas card. The 
three prints which were cut out to form 
the card were pasted onto a sheet of 
paper that had been flashed to a uniform 
gray tone under the enlarger lamp. A 
final negative was made from this com- 
posite. 

The only difficulty experienced by the 
Wades was the cutting out of the com- 
ponent parts of the scene. Edges were 
cut on the bias or bevel, so that white 
lines would not show. A spotting dye 
was used to cover any edges which still 
were apparent. 

The tabletop produced by the Blacks 
of Minneapolis, Minn., required a total 
expenditure of only $5.65. The materials 
were obtained in a local variety store and 
ran to only sixty cents in cost. A gray 
card was used for the sky, a 100-watt 
spotlight served to backlight the scene, 
and a 60-watt bulb in an ordinary desk 
lamp served to illuminate the shadows 
quite capably. 

Greetings and signature had _ been 
copied on Kodalith film and were printed 
on the cards after the tabletop scene had 
first been projected on them. Total work 
time involved ran to only a few evenings 
of pleasant work. 

Robert H. Strietmann of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, forwarded a clever and entertaining 
Christmas card which employed mario- 
nettes as its central theme. The figures 
were photographed against a painted 
backdrop, and illuminated by two flood- 
lamps and one spotlight. Poster letters 
were used to spell out a greeting, and

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were held upright by thumbtacks which 
had been placed below the paper flooring. 
This is an excellent example of the one- 
step card which requires little involved 
or time-consuming effort. 

The Gerrishes of Hartford, Connecticut, 
mailed to their friends a simple yet effec- 
tive card which had been made from a 
portion of a prize-winning negative. The 
original photograph, titled “Sunnybrook,” 
was made with a Rolleiflex, Ansco Su- 
preme film, and a light yellow filter. 

Still another simple, but unusually ap- 
pealing card was that one created by the 
Ramsells of Nutley, New Jersey. Their 
daughter, Sharon Ann, served as model 
for the greeting, while background prob- 
lems were simplified by the use of a 
blanket. When conceiving the idea for 
this card, a prerequisite was that the 
over-all process required must be as sim- 
ple as possible, yet portray an effective 
greeting. As can be seen, the finished 
card fulfills the requirements effectively 
without losing its simplicity. 

These stories, and the reproductions of 
the prize-winning photographic greetings, 
may well give you some suggestions or 
ideas which you can put to use in your 
creation of a Christmas card for 1948. I 
hope that you’ll remember to send us one, 
too, as an entry in our contest this year, 
details of which are given in the an- 
nouncement at the bottom of page 176, 
this issue.—

thing himself. He believes that it is the 
only way for him to instill his personal- 
ity into his photography. “I make mis- 


takes,” Blumenfeld says, “but therein lies 
charm.” 
Here, then, is one of our most famous 


contemporary photographers, and a mas- 
ter in the field of photographing beauti- 
ful women with and without exquisite 
costumes. 

Blumenfeld, who has made extensive 
use of solarization, reticulation, and 
negative-positive combinations, continu- 
ally employs innovations in technique, 
utilizes imaginative ideas—and is con- 
tinually inserting his beloved chair in his 
illustrations. 

Of his “Nude on Wire Chair,” Blumen- 
feld said, “I made this picture because I 
like the chair, and I like women, and I 
like abstractions.” Going on, he added, 
“Abstraction means bringing something 
down to the essence. I tried to simplify 
the sum of possibilities to a minimum. I 
eliminate, by optics, the head and arms 
of this beautiful girl so that only part of 
her body remains. The parts remaining 
correspond to parts of the chair. The 
forms of the chair are exactly the reverse 
of the forms of the body. The girl’s legs 
follow the lines of the chair’s legs. But 
let the photograph speak for itself.” 

And when asked to state his general 
attitude towards photography, said Blu- 
menfeld, “That is just like asking a mar- 
ried man, ‘Would you state in a few 
words, your general attitude towards 
your wife.’”—Maurice Fisher.

First, some generalities. You don’t have 
to take your snowy night movies on 
Christmas Eve. As you know, you prob- 
ably won’t get the chance, because of 
balmy or snow free weather beginning 
about December 20 and lasting until Jan- 
uary 2. So be prepared, and when the 
big snow comes, photograph it then. 
Also, it doesn’t have to be snowing. Ac- 
tually, the flakes won’t show much, and 
you won’t have danger of damage from 
falling snow to your equipment if you 
await the pause after the downfall.

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‘ Y ERITABLY thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars are spent yearly 
by theater managers in order to in- 
crease the attendance of their audiences. 
Since theater managers do not produce 
the films they present, their primary in- 
terest is in the manner of presentation of 
their film fare. Too many home movie 
filmers neglect this phase of home mov- 
ies, and direct their talents solely to- 
wards the taking end of this fascinating 
hobby. The proof of the pudding is in 
the eating, and if you can spice your 
showing with the necessary atmosphere, 
your efforts will be ever so much more 
appreciated by those who view them. 
Looking at the situation from a psycho- 
logical point of view, people like to feel 
as though they are getting something for 
nothing. If they are shown films in an 
atmosphere which is akin to that of a 
professional movie house, with the main 
difference being only in the fact that they 
don’t have to pay the admission fee, they 
feel as though they have been let in on 
something special, and become very re- 
ceptive to whatever you have to offer in 
the line of cinematic diversion.

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Tdeas for Your 
_ HOME THEATER 


By MATTHEW BREYER 


Make your movie presentations doubly effective by giving 


your audience the enhanced atmosphere of a home theater 


If the persons who view your cine- 
matic triumphs do not happen to be 
movie makers like yourself, they will not 
be too interested in knowing whether 
you spent $200, or $600 for that super 


projector you use. However, they will 
marvel at your showmanship if you re- 
sort to obvious means for their visual 
pleasure. Under this heading comes pleas- 
ing lighting with an eye towards color- 
ful effects, comfortable seating, and in 
general, a feeling of good taste. 

The theater which is described and il- 
lustrated here is considered as much a 
part of my movie equipment as either 
projector or camera, possibly a little more 
so, since aS was pointed out before, the 
proof of the pudding is in the eating. 

The construction cost of this theater 
was no more than that expended for a 
good 16 mm sound projector, and has 
more than paid for itself with many hours 
of visual enjoyment. 

The plans for construction were for- 
mulated with the main objective being 
the exhibition of films. However, since I 
also am interested in still photography, 
provision was made for the utilization of

the room as a small studio and print ex- 
hibition room. In regards to using the 
room as a studio, two double base plugs 
were placed slightly off center towards 
the far end of the room, one on each side 
wall. They are wired to separate circuits, 
so that as many as six flood bulbs can be 
used at one time without fear of blowing 
a fuse. The photo frames on the walls 
were made of aluminum stripping which 
is sold in most hardware stores as a bor- 
der for kitchen table linoleum. Fortu- 
nately, the width from the nail base to the 
outside border of the stripping is suffi- 
cient to hold the standard 16”x20” photo 
mount with a glass cover. In mounting 
the frames, it was arranged so that the 
prints could be changed readily. This was 
done by nailing the bottom strip and a 
single side strip to a wooden frame on 
the wall. The unnailed top and side strip 
fit snugly around the mounted print and 
glass cover, and can be easily removed 
when it is desired to change the print 
display. The wood nailing frame has an 
outside diameter of 16”x20”, and is hid- 
den by the mounted print. 

The side lighting units serve not only 
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as a general indirect lighting for the 
room, but also do the job of direct illumi- 
nation on the mounted prints. This was 
accomplished by setting tubular bulbs in 
a wooden trough, and then cutting a hole 
in the bottom of the trough under each 
bulb, which previously had been spaced 
so that each one would be centered over 
an individual print. These lights have 
been rheostated so that they can be grad- 
ually dimmed when a movie is about to 
be shown. The effect gained by this sys- 
tem is quite effective and interesting, as 
both lights and photographs fade simul- 
taneously. Fading of the lights also serves 
to notify guests that the movie is about 
to be shown, and they will not be caught 
in sudden darkness. 

Overhead lighting is used for the stage. 
This source of lighting was used in pref- 
erence to footlighting in order to do away 
with unnecessary protuberances on the 
stage. The stage lights, like the side 
lights, are also rheostated, but independ- 
ently of each other, so that they can be 
dimmed separately. Red and blue lights 
are used for the stage (and these seem 
to be standards for professional movie 
houses). The bulbs are so spaced that 





Semi-indirect lighting in theater area 
is accomplished with eight 25-watt tubu- 
lar lamps centered over mounted prints, 
and placed in open-top wooden troughs.

the intensity of the red bulbs does not 
overcome the effect of the single blue 
bulb which I have placed in the center. 

Aside from the stage and side lights, 
there is one circular fluorescent light fix- 
ture inserted above the center of the 
room. This light is brought into use when 
the room is desired for general recrea- 
tion, such as reading and small parties. 
This fixture provides a strong and fairly 
even light over the entire room area. A 
single light is set above the small vesti- 
bule at the base of the staircase leading 
to the projection room. The switch for 
this light is at the head of the stairs; how- 
ever, another switch controls it from the 
projection booth. All lighting in the 
theater is controlled from a master panel 
set in the projection booth. 

Due to the original construction of the 
basement, it was necessary to place the 
stage and screen near the main entrance 
to the projection room. This was done 
so that several overhanging pipes would 
be enclosed in the projection booth in- 
stead of appearing as eye sores in the 
theater area. The main setback of this 
arrangement was that latecomers would

distract the attention of those already 
seated by temporarily obstructing their 
view of the screen. This problem was 
overcome by arranging for a rear en- 
trance to the projection room. As this 
entrance is quite round about, it is used 
only when a film is in the process of be- 
ing screened. 

The screen was made of a large piece 
of wallboard. The picture area presented 
no problem—it simply was given several 
coats of flat white paint which proved 
quite suitable for such a small projection 
throw. The outside area of the screen 
was painted with flat black paint, but 
upon drying, it was found to contain sev- 
eral reflective areas. This was undoubt- 
ably due to the quality of the paint used, 
and proved quite annoying when the 
stage lights were on. To counteract the 
reflections, the area outside of the screen 
was covered with lamp biack. The re- 
sult was a perfect flat black which served 
the purpose admirably. The lamp black 
used was of the powdered variety, mixed 
by applying a small amount of alcohol 
to form a thick paste. The paste was 
diluted with water, and then applied 
with a regular paint brush. Powdered 
lamp black will not dissolve in water, 
that is why it is first necessary to mix 
it with alcohol, which transforms into a 
paste which can be diluted with water 
to the right consistency for application. 
Black cellulose tape was placed around 
the picture area so that perfectly straight 
lines would separate the black and white 
areas of the screen. 

Two small windows were set between 
the projection booth and the projection 
room. The glass helps to reduce objec- 
tionable and distracting noise from the 
projection booth. Photographic plate 
glass was used for the windows in order 
to assure glass that was clear of imper- 
fections, which might cause a distorted 
screen image. The windows are set fairly 
close together. The viewing window is 
situated between the projector and light 
control panel, and just above the dual 
turntables. With this set-up, it is possible 
to operate the projector, control the 
lights, manipulate the turntables, and 
view the results without moving in either 
direction. A monitor speaker in the pro- 
jection booth informs the projectionist as 
to the quality of sound in the theater 
area. The projection booth is a trifle over 
three and one half feet wide by eleven 
feet in length. I find this size comfortable 
for one person to work in, and sufficient 
for the storage of all necessary projection 
accoutrements such as editing equip- 
ment, records, films, turntables, and of 
course, the projector. Provision has been 
made so that if in the future another 
projector is acquired, it can be used with 
the projector now on hand for continuous 
showings. Illumination in the projection 
booth is set in a goose necked lamp which 
can be adjusted so that light can be 
directed anywhere in the booth without 
glaring out the projection or viewing 
window into the theater area. 

The projection room speaker is hidden 
within the stage. It is located slightly 
below the top level of the screen, and a 
trifle to the left at an angle facing the

has an ornamental protective cove: 
which is matched by a dummy cover on 
the opposite side of the stage. A sliding 
panel in the vestibule allows for the re 
moval or adjustment of the speaker ai 
any time. 

Most electric meters, gas meters, and 
fuse boxes are located in home base- 
ments. In this case, they were placed in 
an awkward position, and had to be cov 
ered by a portion of the stage. A re-

movable panel was set in the stage to 
provide access for meter readings and the 
changing of fuses as shown in the illus- 
tration above. 

For ornamental relief, musical notes 
cut out of thin poster board were placed 
around the stage. They were coated with 
aluminum paint over which a thin layer 
of transparent glue was applied after dry- 
ing, and then sprinkled with silver dust. 
The silver dust can be purchased at most 
art supply stores, or stores engaged in the 
sale of materials for poster display or 
decorative work. The notes were then 
placed on the stage walls with the use of 
rubber cement as an adhesive. The ini- 
tial on the top drape was made in the 
same manner with the exception of the 
cardboard cutout. The initial was painted 
directly on the cloth with aluminum 
paint, glue was applied over the dried 
paint, and then the silver dust was 
sprinkled over the glued area. Excess 
silver dust was then shaken off the cloth, 
and the operation was complete. It is 
possible to apply the silver dust to the 
wet paint without the use of glue, how- 
ever, the paint dries so fast, that it is 
difficult to obtain an even coating of the 
silver particles. 

The drapery used on the stage were 
cut from discarded drapes which hap- 
pened to be laying about the house and 
waiting for disposal. 

Although the space available for show- 
ing our movies varies considerably in 
each individual home, it might be of in- 
terest to the reader to be acquainted with 
the dimensions of the theater illustrated 
herein. The distance from the front wall 
of the projection booth to the front of 
the stage is 22 feet. Depth of the stage is 
3 feet. Screen image is 38x54 inches. 
Width of the projection room is 10% feet.

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of the projection room consists of asphalt 
tile set over the usual cement flooring 
to be found in most home basements, The 
tiles are in four colors, and are set in a 
radiating diamond design so as to give 
the appearance of added length and 
width to the room. 

A small refreshment bar 6 feet long 
and 312 feet wide is recessed into the un- 
finished portion of the basement. The 
opening for the bar is 3% feet and flush 
with the projection room wall. 

The main materials used in construction 
were knotty pine for the lower half of 
the walls and stage, glaze-coat wallboard 
for the upper half of the room, and 12x36- 
inch ceiling tiles arranged lengthwise so 





The refreshment bar is at the rear 
of the theater along with the rear en- 
trance to the projection room, which was 


constructed expressly for late-comers. 


as to further the illusion of space from 
the projection booth to the stage. The 
only paint used in finishing the room was 
Chinese red enamel, which was applied 
to stripping and borders. The knotty 
pine was merely coated with clear var- 
nish to give a finished appearance. Orig- 
inal plans to stain the knotty pine were 
discarded when it was taken into con- 
sideration that dark tones tend to come 
forward, while light tones recede. Keep- 
ing the tone of the walls as light as pos- 
sible dispelled the feeling of closeness 
which would have been brought about if 
the wood had been darkened with a stain. 
To cite an instance which illustrates this 
point, I have seen a private theater in 
which the builder neglected to provide 
for the placement of the wiring between 
his speaker and amplifier. It is never a 
good policy to underestimate the factor 
of human error. Before proceeding with 
construction, show your plans to others, 
and ask for any suggestions which they 
might have to offer. If you overcome 
your problems before you come to them, 
it will save you time and money, and the 
results should coincide with your expec- 
tations. 

An attractive home theater will not act 
as a magic wand and turn a poorly made 
film into the epitome of cinematic art, but 
it will enhance home movie presentations 
and make them doubly effective, and 
since movies are taken with the ultimate 
purpose of being shown, let us see what 
we can do to make the viewing as pleas- 
urable as possible.—®

night snow movies where time exposures 
are impractical. Also black-and-white filn 
is usually cheaper than color film, an 
anyway, there isn’t much color to recor 
(technically the eye doesn’t perceive the 
color which is there) in typical night 
scenes. And we must record our scene: 
as we are used to seeing them! 

Now let’s look at some kinds of snowy 
night movies. 

First, let’s talk about using floodlamps 
out of doors. An extension cord of al- 


most any practical length can be used

ature, so even if the resistance of the cord 
does lower the voltage, it won’t matter 
very much. If it is snowing, be careful 
not to let the flakes fall on the lighted 
hot bulbs; breakage is very likely when 
the bulbs are wet. 

Pick out a photogenic spot, preferably 
with some snow-weighted trees or bushes, 
and arrange the lights so that the snow- 
bowed branches form pleasing patterns 
against the darkness of the night. Maybe 
you can arrange your scene so that good 
old Santa Claus can be persuaded to walk 
across it. 

Exposure will be a problem. Its solu- 
tion is aided by a meter, although the 
table on the floodlamp carton will give 


| sufficiently accurate exposure suggestions. 


Fortunately, the white snow helps spread 
the light around a lot. If you use tw 
No. 2 Photofloods, you should get good 
exposure at about 20 feet at f/2.5 with 
film rated at Weston Tungsten 80. Un- 
derexposure will not be too objectionable 
because, after all, it is night. 

Another snow scene that is a must is 
your home. Turn off all the appliances 
you can, check the fuses, then turn 0! 
some light in all rooms facing the cam- 
era. Put a flood bulb in the porch fix- 
ture, but shield the camera from its dl- 
rect glare with a branch of a tree, a co!- 
umn of the porch, or something of ths 
sort. Then simply blaze away with th: 
lens wide open. Very creditable results 
should be obtained with fast film at an 
aperture of f/2.5.

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ment in the scene, you can increase the 
exposure by slowing the camera to 12 or 
even 8 frames a second (thereby increas- 
ing the exposure by 50 and 100 percent, 
respectively). You can do this even if 
your own actors walk through the scene, 
if you caution them to walk very slowly. 

Now let us depart from the snowy night 
themes, and consider another night tech- 
nique which says “Christmas.” That tech- 
nique involves the Christmas wreath, 
preferably one that has its own light. 

The wreath can be used in several in- 
teresting ways. 

For instance, you can use the wreath, 
photographed by its own light, as an 
opening and closing shot in your Christ- 


mas movie. You can show a hand hang- 
ing the wreath in the window, and turn- 
ing the light on. This scene could be 
















Wreath can open your Yule scenes by 
showing it being hung and lighted. You 
can say “‘finis'’ by extinguishing light. 


followed by any of those described above, 
followed, in turn, by the theme of the 
movie. In closing, show the wreath again, 
and when its light is turned off, it says, 
“The End,” better than anything else. 
Another wreath sequence that is trick- 
ier to perform, but works well, consists 
of showing the wreath against a lighted 
room. Do this as follows: with the meter, 
find the exposure which will just under- 
expose the wreath. Then, inside the room, 
the Christmas tree as_ back- 
ground, and adjust the lights so that the 
exposure will be the correct ex- 
for the room. Turn off all lights, 
start the camera, turn on the wreath, let 
the camera run a few seconds, then turn

you can have the ac- 


tors gradually make their exits, leaving 
only the tree, stripped of its packages, 
alone, lonesome, and forlorn. After a few 


seconds, turn off the flood lights, and after 
another interval, extinguish the light in 
the wreath. Effective? You bet it is! 

A variation of this theme is to photo- 
graph the wreath against the outdoors; 
a flood light there will make the flakes 
of falling snow look like (oddly) falling 
snow, especially if the flood is used on 
the outside as a backlight. 

Another variation on the wreath idea 
is usually very beautiful. Have curtains

It has been said that Erwin Blumen- 
feld's imagination is never at rest. Proof 
of this will be found in the cover illustra- 
tion. The model for the photograph is 
no more than a plaster cast. The trick is 
in the lighting, which is more difficult 
than it looks, according to Blumenfeld. 

Placing red, yellow, and green cello- 
phane sheets over three separate spot- 
lights, he took separate readings for 
each color with a light meter. The idea 
was to obtain densities that would give 
identical readings, and this was accom- 
plished by adding or subtracting cello- 
phane sheets. For example, he found 
that he had to have more yellow sheets 
than green to get the same reading for 
both colors. Finally, he made a reading 
for all three colors at the same time. 

Blumenfeld, whose work is described 
more fully elsewhere in this issue, made 
this picture with an 8xl0 Grover view 
camera and 1|4-inch Ektar lens. He made 
a long exposure—one minute on Koda- 
chrome Type B film at #/6.3—to get rich, 
transparent color.

character, but has the distinct difference 
that it runs continuously like a cinema 
from the time the theater doors open to 
when they close at night. 

In view of the fact that the show is to 
be a non-stop one, two separate com- 
panies of actors go right through the 
performance. This gives the photogra- 
phers a distinct advantage, because they 
can see the show once and decide what 
they are going to photograph. Then, as 
the show goes through for the second 
time, they can anticipate the shot. Fur- 
thermore, the Windmill show is a very 
colourful one, covering anything from 
ballet to comedy, so that members have 
the chance of a good variety of shots. 

Some 40 to 60 members usually attend 
and the afternoon session lasts about four 
hours. The theater management affords 
members every encouragement and the 
casts are pleased enough because mem- 
bers make a habit of letting them have 
copies of the shots they have taken. 

It all makes for good fun and a good 
spirit. And what does the afternoon’s 
fun cost? Just 3/6 per man (about 75 
cents). This is split up into 2/6 as a 
donation to the Windmill Girls charity 
fund and 1/- for tea back at Manchester 
Square when the show is over. This 
charity fund, by the way, is run by the 
chorus girls at the theater and benefits 
in turn all the principal London hospitals 
and the Infantile Paralysis Fellowship. 

These are just two of the groups in 
there are others of course— 
the group for instance, or the 
colour group—but we must journey on. 
The club has other good things to offer. 

Periodically, just like any other photo- 
graphic society, there is an organized ex- 
cursion. May 29, for example, saw us out

It was here that some of 
you may have known us, for the club 
doors were ever open to any GI camera- 
man and not a few found a temporary 
resting place and congenial company 
within that house. 

Then came the move to our present 
home. The house is not all it might be.

But a decoration fund was 
started. We applied for a license for 
building materials and just now we are 
making a start—doing the job ourselves. 

It will take time. It will cost money. 
But the Camera Club is of stout heart 
and of firm purpose, ready to tackle any 
job from a few photographs to distem- 
pering walls and plastering ceilings.

How an 
Enlarger Works 


(Continued from page 145) 


cally, a camera lens should be positioned 
so the light enters the front element first, 
just as it does in a camera; but from a 
practical standpoint, most lenses can be 
used with their back elements toward the 
negative in the enlarger. An inexpensive 
lens such as a Rapid Rectilinear, while it 
may produce a passable image, cannot 
reproduce as much detail as a good an- 
astigmat. On the other hand, don’t ex- 
pect a high-class enlarger lens to produce 
a good print from an unsharp negative 
made with a cheap lens. Lenses having 
extremely large apertures (e. g., f/1.5) 
are not generally recommended for en- 
larging. 

NEGATIVE CarriER: This is a device for 
holding the negative in an unwrinkled 
and uncurled condition in the plane of 
focus of the enlarger lens. A familiar but 
somewhat troublesome type of holder 
consists essentially of two sheets of clear 
glass between which the negative is sand- 
wiched, the glass in turn being held in 
some sort of a frame or by the enlarger 
itself. A glass-type carrier has several 
drawbacks: 1—It collects dust, finger 
marks, and scratches readily, and has 
four surfaces to be kept clean. 2—It 
holds the negative flat but, by imprison- 
ing heat, may contribute to permanent 
wrinkling of the film base. 3.—Trouble- 
some Newton rings are often created 
where the shiny negative surface comes 
very close to a glass surface. Such rings 
usually show in the print. 4—If the lamp 
heat drives moisture out of the negative, 
it may condense on the glass and cause a 
fogging effect or make the film stick to 
the glass. 

These troubles can be virtually elimi- 
nated by using a _ glassless negative 
holder. This consists of two rectangular 
metal frames superimposed and held in 
such a way that they grip the edges of 
the film, the frame opening being some- 
thing like 1% inch smaller than the film 
size. Stiff sheet aluminum or stainless 
steel 0.040 to 0.062 thick may be used for 
the frames, or a stiff fiber or plastic could 
be employed where metal frames might 
tend to become too warm. Such glassless 
holders are satisfactory for negatives 4x5 
and smaller, and with care may be used 
to hold larger negatives in an unbulged 
condition. Some change in film-surface 
position may be caused by heat action, 
necessitating refocusing. Wet negatives 
can be held, with only edge damage to 
the gelatin likely. 

The negative holder should be designed 
so it or the negative can be inserted and 
removed easily. An additional conven- 
ience is to have the holder adjustable so 
it can be shifted sidewise or rotated to 
position the image. Otherwise, the en- 
larging easel has to be shifted, and some- 
times this is a bit unwieldly. 

ADJUSTMENTS: There are several other 
enlarger adjustments, besides negative- 
carrier flexibility, that should be pro- 
vided. These include: 1—Focusing by 
varying lens-to-negative distance. This 
adjustment is much like the focusing con-

position it is placed. The range should be 
adequate to permit prints to be made 
from about normal negative size up to 


the biggest paper you can handle. For 
the biggest enlargements, distance from 
lens to negative will be slightly greater 
than the lens focal length; for a print the 
exact size of the negative, this distance 
will be twice the lens focal length. Sup- 
plementary lenses may be used to alter 
the enlarger lens focus, and thus permit 
extremely small prints to be made... 
or enable the photographer to make giant 
ones without digging a pit in the dark- 
room floor. 

It is not difficult to calculate the bel- 
lows extension and the lens-to-paper dis- 
tance required for making an enlarge- 
ment of a given number of diameters 
with a lens of a specific focal length. By 
determining these dimensions for the 
largest and smallest prints you are likely 
to want to make, you can find the range 
of focusing adjustment and lamphouse 
elevation that will be required. 

Take the diameters enlargement that 
you want, add 1, and then multiply by 
the focal length of the lens. This gives 
you the distance from lens to paper (pro- 
jection distance). By dividing this by 
the diameters enlargement, you get the 
bellows extension. All dimensions, of 
course, must be in the same terms— 
inches or centimeters. 

For example, let us assume that you 
want to make 16x20 prints from 4x5 
negatives with a 6-inch lens. The degree 
of enlargement then will be 4 diameters. 
Four plus 1 times 6 equals 30 inches, 
which is the projection distance. Divid- 
ing 30 by 4 (diameters enlargement), we 
get 714 inches, which is the bellows ex- 
tension. Thus we see that it will be neces- 
sary to provide for a minimum bellows 
extension of about 742 inches, and a 
maximum projection distance of at least 
30 inches in order to make 16x20 en- 
largements with this particular combina- 
tion of lens and negative size. In practice 
it always is best to plan a bit more range 
of adjustment than is absolutely neces- 
sary, in case your requirements change 
later on. 

2—Focusing or adjusting print size by 
varying distance from lens to enlarging 
easel or paper. The bigger the enlarge- 
ment, the farther away from the lens the 
paper must be. Generally this adjust- 
ment is controlled by shifting the en- 
larger up or down its post. In the case 
of a horizontal enlarger, it is usually 
easier to move the easel. Vertical-en- 
larger weight should be counterbalanced 
by a spring, weight, or cable-and-reel ar- 
rangement. 

3—Lens diaphragm control. A_ well- 
designed anastigmat lens will produce, at 
its greatest aperture, virtually as sharp 
an enlargement as when it is stopped 
down. Excessive stopping-down actually 
may decrease sharpness. One effect of re- 
ducing the aperture is to increase depth 
of field; but if the lens is a good one, it 
will focus sharply over the negative area 
at maximum aperture. The other reason 
photographers stop down enlarger lenses 
is to increase exposure time enough to

minimum of floor or table space, must 
have adequate headroom, may be a bit 
tiresome to reach when making large 
blow-ups, and for super-enlargements it 
has to be swung so its image can be pro- 
jected on the floor, or tilted to focus the 
image on a wall (thus making it a hori- 
zontal enlarger!). Still, the vertical type 
is the most popular, and the construction 
projects to follow will be confined to that 
design. 

DIFFUSION OR REFLECTOR ENLARGERS: A 
widely-used form of enlarger is one in 
which light from the lamp is diffused 
more or less evenly over the negative by 
the combined action of a reflector and a 
sheet of groundglass or opal glass placed 
an inch or more from the negative. In 
its simplest form, the enlarger depends 
mostly on a diffusing glass to distribute 
the light over the negative, with little or 
no thought given to the reflector. Flashed 
opal glass is one of the best diffusers, but 
it absorbs a large percentage of the light 
and it may produce an image that is too 
soft. Glass having a ground or sand- 
blasted surface scatters the light to a 
lesser degree and therefore produces 
somewhat greater contrast, but it is 
likely to give non-uniform illumination 
unless it is properly matched to the light 
pattern produced by the lamp and re- 
flector. That is, the glass should be 
roughened more in the areas where the 
light is stronger, to neutralize central 
“hot spots,” 

Performance of a diffusion enlarger can 
be improved by a well-designed reflector, 
whose purpose is to direct otherwise lost 
light rays toward the negative. The most 
efficient type of reflector is said to be a 
polished ellipsoidal surface, with a good 
paraboloid a close second. Automobile 
headlamp reflectors having a paraboloidal 
surface can be used, in conjunction with 
the proper lamp, as the reflecting unit in 
an enlarger. The reflecting surface usu- 
ally is silver, which must be kept pol- 
ished. If it needs restoring, it can be 
chromium-plated or aluminized. (The re- 
flector in this case is the metal type that 
is separate from lens and lamp, not the 
sealed-beam kind.) 

A 50-candle power automobile head- 
lamp used in a good reflector may be 
equivalent to a 60 or 100-watt, 115-volt 
incandescent lamp. The automobile lamp 
can be operated from house lines through 
a transformer of adequate wattage or 
through a variable resistance that per- 
mits brilliancy control. Normal lamp 
voltage is 6 to 8; over-voltage gives more 
light (and heat) at the expense of lamp 
life. When a really efficient reflector is 
used, the diffusing screen between lamp 
and negative can be more nearly trans- 
parent. In some cases, the rough surface 
of ordinary groundglass can be oiled to 
improve light transmission without im- 
pairing the light distribution. 

Several advantages are claimed for dif- 
fusion enlargers, other than those already 
mentioned. They are relatively easy and 
inexpensive to build. The scattering of 
light by the diffusing medium minimizes 
negative gain, scratches, lint, dust, and 
other blemishes on negative and carrier 
glass, and it produces pleasing print qual- 
ity. Contrast is about the same as that of 
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a contact print made on a corresponding 
grade of paper. An ideal negative for a 
diffusion enlarger leans toward the 
snappy side, or at least should not be too 
soft. With this kind of enlarger, lenses of 
various focal lengths may be used to 
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CONDENSER ENLARGERS: A condenser en- 
larger is one that uses one or more con- 
verging lenses to direct light through the 
negative and toward the projection lens. 
The true converging-beam condenser en- 
larger, popular in days gone by and still 
in use in many darkrooms (including 
mine), employs a concentrated source of 
light and two plano-convex condenser 
lenses mounted, with their curved sur- 
faces almost touching, so the flat surface 
of one lens is an inch or so from the 
negative. The condensers have to be at 
least as great in diameter as the diagonal 
of the negative to be illuminated. Such 
an enlarger is characterized by maximum 
detail in the print, good print contrast, 
and good light efficiency because much 


of certain optical shortcomings, lamp 
position can remain fixed except when 
there is considerable change in degree of 
enlargement. Prints from about 5x7 to 
11x14 are made in my darkroom with a 
somewhat ancient 4x5 condenser enlarger 
using a 54-inch projection lens of f/4.5 
maximum aperture, without shifting 
lamp position. The lamp is a T-20, 500- 
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dergone various modifications that make 
them more adaptable. Because of their 
speed and sharpness, they have become 
popular among miniature-camera fans 
who, if they have any ability at all, need 
not worry much about negative grain and 
blemishes. Strictly speaking, many of 
the so-called condenser enlargers in use 
today are really diffusion machines that 
use condensing lenses to distribute light 
evenly over the negative, from a lamp 
having a translucent bulb. 

The essential parts of a converging- 
beam condenser enlarger are shown in 
the diagram that appears at the begin- 
ning of this article. With the lamp on, 
the enlarger lens is adjusted until the 
negative image formed on the easel is 
sharp and of the desired size. Then, with 
the negative removed, the lamp is ad- 
justed until the light over the picture 
area is of uniform intensity and maxi- 
mum brilliancy, and shows no color 
bands. Once this adjustment is made, it 
seldom has to be altered unless a con- 
siderable change is made in degree of en- 
largement. The negative is replaced, and 
the exposure made. It is possible, with 
a 500 or 1,000-watt lamp and a negative 
of not too great density, to make 8x10 
prints from a 314x414 negative in a few 
seconds, on contact paper. The same lamp 
can be dimmed with a rheostat to permit 
the use of ordinary enlarging paper. Con- 
densing lenses suitable for a converging- 
beam enlarger or some modification of it, 
can be purchased from _photo-supply 
houses and from dealers in surplus op- 
tical equipment. The lenses should be 
mounted loosely in their metal cell to 
allow for expansion caused by heat. Dis- 
tance between the convex surfaces is 
about 14g inch or so, and is not critical. 

Mopirrep CONDENSER ENLARGERS: With 
the set-up just described, print contrast 
is high. This is because the negative, by 
scattering light, robs some of the con- 
verging beam of its rays. Since there are 
no wandering rays of light (as there are 
in a diffusion enlarger) to offset some of 
this loss, portions of the print represent- 
ing the denser parts of the negative 
where scattering was greatest are rela- 
tively underexposed. For similar rea- 
sons, surface scratches, etc., are recorded 
more prominently. 

By introducing certain modifications, a 
converging-beam condenser enlarger can 
be given some of the attributes of the all- 
diffusion type, while retaining some of 
its own inherent speed and ability to re- 
produce crisp detail. One modification is 
to place, somewhere between lamp and 
condensers, a sheet of groundglass or 
other diffusing medium. Thus the nega- 
tive becomes illuminated with a diffused 
instead of concentrated beam of light. 
Image contrast may be lowered as much 
as one grade of enlarging paper. Blem- 
ishes and negative grain are reduced or 
eliminated, and the lamp position, once 
determined, needs no further adjusting. 

Practically the same effect may be pro- 
duced by substituting, for the clear-glass 
projection lamp, one having a diffusing 
bulb. A standard 200-watt white-bowl 
PS (pear-shaped) lamp may be used, or 
a standard opal-bulb enlarger lamp. 
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When such a diffusing bulb is used, a 
single condensing lens may be made to 
do the job instead of two. This can be a 
single plano-convex lens placed so its flat 
side is very close to the negative or in 
actual contact with it; or, as in some 
manufactured enlargers, a special double- 
convex lens plus a pressure plate. 


Enlarger Light Sources 


Much already has been said about 
various kinds of lamps, but a few addi- 
tional remarks may be helpful. 

Incandescent tungsten-filament lamps’ 
biggest drawback is that they produce 
much heat in relation to actinic light out- 
put. For most enlarging purposes, white- 
bulb lamps may be used. Ordinary house- 
hold lamps having inside-frosted bulbs 
are usually unsatisfactory because they 
have a central hot spot that is much 
brighter than the remaining bulb area. 
Bulb size sometimes makes it inconveni- 
ent to employ 120-volt lamps in special 
types of small enlargers, or perhaps there 
is no 120-volt current available. Low- 
voltage automobile headlight lamps and 
similar small lamps offer possibilities 
when used with transformers. Light out- 
put and operating life are good. These 
lamps permit the photographer to op- 
erate his enlarger from a storage bat- 
tery when necessary. The compact size 
of the lamp permits it to be used in re- 
flectors of more nearly ideal shape. 

If a little care is exercised, over-volted 
floodlamps, preferably the kind designed 
specially for enlargers, will give complete 
satisfaction and increase the flexibility of 
the enlarger. A No. 1 floodlamp consum- 
ing about 250 watts is, at maximum bril- 
liance, equivalent to about a 750-watt 
normal-voltage lamp. This is because the 
flood operates at a high filament tem- 
perature, and the actinic value of in- 
candescent light increases with the tem- 
perature of the incandescent source. A 
rheostat is necessary to control a lamp of 
this type, to prevent overheating during 
focusing, to reduce the light to an in- 
tensity where exposures are long enough 
to be timed accurately, and to facilitate 
dodging. When an over-volted lamp is 
used, ventilation must be excellent in 
order to prevent damage to the enlarger 
and the negative, and to prolong lamp 
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life and thus avoid excessive lamp costs. 

Some photographers have adopted the 
so-called cold-light sources. One type 
consists of a number of small, standard 
fluorescent lamps mounted parallel to 
form a rectangular or square unit that re- 
places the usual incandescent lamp. One 
photographer made a unit for his 5x7 en- 
larger by mounting four 15-watt T-12 
daylight fluorescent tubes side by side, 
the separation between them being about 
3g inch. This unit was placed about 5 
inches from aé_egroundglass diffusion 
screen that was 1}2 inches from the nega- 
tive. He found the printing speed to be 
considerably increased over the incan- 
descent-lamp setup he had been using. 
Exposure was controlled by a shutter. 

Coiled mercury-argon tubes operated 
by high-voltage transformers are another 
source of cold light. The units, which can 
be made to order by a neon-sign com- 
pany, can be shaped to correspond to the 
size and shape of the biggest negative 
that will be used. Such a light source is 
virtually heat-free. The tube should emit 
enough visible light to make focusing 
easy. Because of the presence of high 
voltage, the lighting unit and accessory 
equipment should be well insulated, and 
care exercised in using the enlarger, es- 
pecially in a basement or near plumbing. 
In fact, such care should be exercised 
with any electrically-operated enlarger 
employing household voltage or higher. 

To Summarize: If you want speed, crisp 
detail, and relatively high print contrast, 
a condenser enlarger using a concen- 
trated light source would seem to be your 
best bet. If you prefer softer prints and 
want to worry less about grain and blem- 
ishes, a diffusion job should be adequate, 
particularly in the larger negative sizes. 
Or you can compromise by using a con- 
denser enlarger equipped with a white- 
bulb lamp or having some other form of 
diffusion medium between filament and 
condenser unit. If this diffuser is remov- 
able, the enlarger can be converted from 
one type to the other at will, with little 
effort. 


Construction Hints 


Some of the common defects of home- 
built enlargers include the following: 1— 
Too little light reaches the paper or easel, 
making long exposures necessary . . . es- 
pecially in diffusion-type enlargers. 2— 
Negative illumination is uneven, with 
perhaps a “hot spot” in the center. 3— 
Poor image definition resulting from use 
of an unsuitable projection lens. A lens 
of restricted aperture may also account 
for some of the long exposure required. 
4—Inadequate ventilation for removal of 
heat, which may cause negatives to warp, 
condensers to crack, and lamps to burn 
out prematurely. 5—Poor mechanical or 
optical performance caused by careless 
workmanship. Take your time, and try 
to turn out a professional-looking job. 
6—Knobs and other controls that are too 
small, that work hard, and that are 
placed where they are difficult to reach: 
7—Poorly-made negative carriers. 8— 
Placement of enlarger where it will be 
splattered by solutions or where it vi- 
brates or is unhandy to operate. 9— 
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NOW—shoot

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Dirty optical components. Keep the lamp, 
condensers or diffusing screens, negative 
glass, and lens surfaces clean. 10—Poor 
electrical construction. Take particular 
pains to insulate all wires and other elec- 
trical parts so there will be no shorts and 
so the current will not reach the body of 
the enlarger. And then, as an added 
precaution, run a hefty ground wire (at 
least No. 12 solid copper, bare or in- 
sulated) from the enlarger housing to a 
water pipe, clamping it tightly against a 
bright spot on the pipe, and bolting or 
clipping the other end to the enlarger 
housing. Such a ground wire is particu- 
larly desirable when you are working in 
a basement that has a damp floor, or 
where you may accidentally touch plumb- 
ing and the enlarger at the same time. 
11—As a safeguard to knuckles and other 
vulnerable spots, eliminate sharp corners 
and edges from the design of your home- 
built enlarger. More than one manu- 
factured enlarger could be improved by 
a little work with a file, too. 

You will find that aluminum is one of 
the most pleasing materials with which to 
work, when constructing your enlarger. 
Aluminum cooking utensils often can be 
adapted. Aluminum floodlamp reflectors 
make good lamphouses. Sheet aluminum, 
preferably a soft variety (avoid stiff, brit- 
tle types of aircraft sheet), can be cut, 
drilled, bent, and otherwise worked 
easier than most other sheet metals. It 
requires no special surface finish. Solder- 
ing, while possible, is a bit difficult for 
most amateur mechanics, so the prefer- 
able method of fastening is by means of 
rivets, bolts, or self-tapping screws. Brass 
escutcheon pins cut to the required 
length make excellent rivets. Edges of 
aluminum sheet are easily smoothed and 
trued by draw-filing: hold a flat mill file 
at right angles to the sides of the piece, 
and move it back and forth sidewise 
(parallel to the aluminum edge). 

Machine-bolt sizes most useful to the 
enlarger-builder include 2-56, 6-32, 8-32, 
and 14”-20. Taps to cut threads for bolts 
can be bought for 25 cents or so each. 
Also, you will need twist drills to make 
holes of proper size for threading with 
these taps, as follows:

Lubricate the tap with lard oil or a 
commercial tapping compound. When 
threading aluminum, kerosene containing 
a little machine oil will do. 

These are some of the things you will 
want to know before you start planning 
a home-built enlarger of your own. A 
little care and foresight go a long way 
when you get into a project of this kind, 
so remember to consider all the angles 
before you make up your mind just what 
type of outfit will be best for you.—f

and the intricate movements of machines. 
The secrets of gases and liquids, of such 
vital importance in war-time, are re- 
vealed by this new seeing eye.

The air disturb- 
ances caused by a flying bullet can be 
photographed by artificial lighting to 
show the passage of the bullet through 
the air. The reflected electron diffrac- 


tion pattern is another revelation of vis- 
ual identity between nature and science. 

In industry, scientists and photogra- 
phers work together to record the history

of spark and lightning flashes, stresses, 
tensile strength, photo-elasticity, explo- 
sions. 

From stereoscopy, once a favorite par- 
lor pastime, engineers and aerial pho- 
tographers obtain valuable data for inter- 
pretation. At high flying altitudes all 
lenses for practical purposes become fiat 
field, and many of the baffling problems 
of terrestrial photography vanish. Aerial 
photography creates strange patterns and 
textures in simple and intricate composi- 
tions. 

The tiniest moment of life is no longer 
safe from the searching scrutiny of sci- 
entific photography. Its penetrating eye 
pries beneath the surface; and we see 
that the former static categories of “or- 
ganic” and “inorganic” are as mechanical 
as the old conceptions of the universe. 
Ne see, too, that smooth, shining, metal 
surfaces are really worlds in action, as 
violent and embattled as a theater of 
war, with ruins which look like the after- 
math of an air raid. Thus our minds are 
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continually readjusting from earth to 
aerial views; the blurred impression of a 
fast action to the analytical recordings of 
the high speed motion picture camera or 
the speedlamp. 

Photography has done wonders in all 
fields. It has documented a century of 
history the world over. It has given us 
, visual chronicle of life such as no other 
period has had. What, then, is the con- 
tribution of scientific photography to the 
total? 

Scientific photographs have been made 
for utility and for permanent files which 
might be studied over and over again. 
Often the photography has been purely 
a technical matter, left to technicians, 
not photographers. Such photographs

have been made with no idea that they 
could be of general interest. The scien- 
tists themselves do not generally care 
whether the photographs are beautiful, 
as long as they can read in them the 
answers to their own questions. 

Although scientific photographs are 
made with the laboratory, not the gal- 
lery, as their objective, they possess 
amazing freshness and vigor of impact. 
Even the abstract lines of the seismo- 
graph, cardiograph and the oscillograph, 
an be full of arresting compositions. If 
motion is the common denominator of 
modern life, then scientific photography 
is rich in “speed-forms” which will in- 
fluence other kinds of photography, art, 
ind design in general. 

These scientific photographs may not 
jualify under the restricted judging rules 
f the average photographic salon. But in 
many cases they are far more arresting 
ind stimulating than many of the ordi- 
nary photographs seen on _ exhibition 
walls. We can find new dimensions in 
the scientific photograph. All photogra- 
phers can benefit from a closer study of 
these photographs. Here is a new world 
f unknown and baffling appearances, re- 
vealed through scientific photography. 
For those who care to explore it, it will 
prove a starting challenge to the imagi- 
nation.—f

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How to Tell a 
Photo Story 


(Continued from page 86) 


little story ideas that could be easily con- 
verted into photographs. 

At first glance it seemed almost impos- 
sible to write a story having only two 
characters in it, but after looking the 
problem over I found it quite simple. 
Naturally, the triangle plot was out of 
the question, but when for “plot,” I sub- 
stituted the word “problem” I found that 
there were scores of stories that could be 
written. All I had to do was to start with 
a problem and then let it work itself out, 
one way or another. Both or either of 
the characters set out to do something: 
for a comedy I let them succeed, for a 
tragedy I didn’t. Humor or pathos could 
be worked into either plan. Several twists 
could be given these two basic story 
forms by having the hero and heroine 
friendly or not, helpful to each other or 
otherwise. The text of the strip illus- 
trated shows how this works out better 
than I can describe here. 

After I accounted for characters and 
story plots, the next thing I needed was 
subjects to write about. I made lists of 
activities in which children might in- 
dulge under ten headings—indoor and 
outdoor for each of the four seasons and 
also for the year ’round. The activities 
included housework, everyday living oc- 
cupations, sports and games, special holi- 
days, garden work, playing with pets and 
animals, on the water, in the woods and 
fields, on the street, etc., and subdivided 
themselves into several hundred others, 
enough story material for a lifetime. 

So much for the planning. The next 
consideration, how to get the models to 
do their part, was equally important. I 
found it advisable in taking pictures of 
this type, not to handle the children too 
much. Overdirecting takes the fun out 
of posing ... the children grow sullen 
and show definite aversion to the pro- 
ceedings. When this happens it’s time to 
quit for the day. 

Most children go through a stage in 
which they are absolutely ignorant of the 
function of a camera. This makes them 
perfectly free and natural, and wonderful 
subjects for this kind of photography. 
Unfortunately, this stage passes all too 
soon, and they quickly learn what that 
guy with the camera is up to. It then be- 
comes necessary to “let them in”’—to 
arouse their interest and enthusiasm for 
the strip so that they will co-operate in 
the proceedings. 

Handling the models is actually a sub- 
tly informal business. I let the children 
go ahead with their games and activities 
pretty much on their own. Direction 
amounts to playing along with them, 
guiding them into new positions, and 
shooting as soon as I see what I want. 
Children’s emotions change so often that 
every expression I need for the strip 
passes in front of my eyes as I watch 
them with my camera. Generally speak- 
ing, the shooting procedure merely 
amounts to following the development of 
the children’s activities at one particular 
time and place. At the beginning of the

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day I try to get some shots of the chil- 
dren while they are still fresh and look- 
ing forward to the day’s activities. Then, 
I follow them around, though this some- 
times requires the agility of a goat, and 
take step-by-step photographs of “what 
happens.” And anything can happen 
when two children are working out prob- 
lems. As for composition, lighting, pic- 
ture angle, etc., the same principles hold 
true for comic strip photography as for 
other types of pictorial work. 

Except in a general way, I don’t worry 
too much about composition while shoot- 
ing. I usually pick a spot for my shoot- 
ing that is picturesquely simple—a water- 
fall or a sandy beach, a sunlit section of 
woodland, a neat garden or yard, side- | 
walks and stone steps—places where you | 
would naturally expect to find children | 
at play. With a little care it is hard to| 
go wrong compositionally when taking | 
pictures in such places. If the story calls | 
for more populated surroundings, I try 
to shoot from angles that exclude as 
much of the extraneous material as 
possible. 

While I am shooting I don’t have 
enough time to think about such theories 
as “S” curves, diagonals, lines or masses. 
Instead, I merely fill the viewfinder with 
my subjects and nothing else—and shoot. 
When I feel the need for design in a 
picture I get it from the simple back- 
ground lines, which do not present knotty 
problems of composition. 

I do most of my work out-of-doors, 
where I get sharp, poster-like effects in 
direct sunlight. However, in shooting the 
Christmas strip shown, I used the sim- 
plest possible lighting set-up—flash at the 
camera only. Since I had only one bulb 
to change between exposures, I was able 
to keep up with the rapidly changing 
antics of my children. 

After the pictures have been taken, I 
am ready for the last big step in the 
process—the layout. I make contact prints 
of all the pictures and arrange them for 
study in logical action sequence. I use

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composing ells (two ell-shaped pieces of 
cardboard which fit together to make an 
adjustable rectangular frame) and exam- 
ine the pictures for the best composition. 
Using the inside edge of the ells as a} 
ruler I mark what I feel to be the suit- | 
able composition on each print with a 
heavy pencil line. Later I generally have 
to modify these proportions to make them 
fit into the final layout. To get variety 
into the strip, I try to use some close-ups 
featuring the children next to long-shots 
showing the setting. 


The fact that a dozen pictures or so 
will be displayed side by side certainly 
complicates things. For my purposes, I 
have found that the prints should not 
vary too widely in key, which means 
that the percentage of similar tones 
should be approximately equal in all the 
pictures. If this rule is violated, the high 
key pictures will look flat in contrast to 
the others in the final layout. 

The amateur, making these strips for 
his own pleasure, can make a layout any 
size he desires. All he has to do is mark 
up a piece of cardboard to indicate the 
placement of the title and each picture, 
then enlarge his prints to the desired size. |

In my case, however, I wanted to make 
several layouts in the same proportions 
as the comics in the standard small-size 
Sunday newspapers. 

I arrived at the proportions for this 
layout after considerable research into 
the make-up of the Sunday comics. The 
same source gave me the correct size for 
the lettering in the balloon captions that 
carry Seb’s and Sue’s conversational ef- 
forts. I finally arrived at the following 
sizes. The over-all dimensions of the as- 
sembled strip, as reproduced in the Sun- 
day comics, are 9% inches wide to the 
outside edges of the pictures by 14% 
inches from the top of the title strip to 
the bottom of the lower strip of pictures. 
The little pictures at each end of the title 
strip are about 2% inches square and the 
main strips are 2% inches high. The 
spaces between the pictures are 44g inch 
in width. 

Actually, I decided to make the strip 
much larger for the sake of convenience 
while working. I did some fancy cal- 
culating to determine which proportions 
would make the most economical use of 


enlarging paper. Finally, I decided to 


enlarge everything to almost twice the 
size of the Sunday comics, and the pro- 
portions worked out to exactly 87 to 46. 
Since these were cumbersome figures to 
work with, I devised two handy gadgets, 
an enlarging easel and a scale or measur- 
ing stick, both especially adapted for my 
purposes. 

The easel is made of 12-gage steel sheet 
and consists of a base plate, a hinged 
rectangular frame and a sliding mask 
that controls the length only of the open- 
ing in the frame. The frame is hinged to 
the base with a piano hinge and the ad- 
justable mask slides along a %-inch 
drill rod. The drill rod is held at each 
end in a small steel block and these 
blocks are screwed to the hinged frame. 
Most important, the length of the frame 
opening is indicated, in terms of the fin- 
ished reproduction, on a graduated scale 
fixed to the base of the easel. The indi- 
cator moves with the mask, and all I have 
to do to make a print that would be 
3% inches long is to slide the indi- 
cator to the three-and-a-half position on 
the scale. The enlargement will actually 
be 6% 8 inches long, or nearly twice the 
size it would be in the Sunday paper. 

The second gadget, the scale, is made 
of cardboard. Its graduations are en- 
larged to the 87/46 proportion, the same 
as the indicator scale on the easel. I use 


it for laying out the 22x28-inch show- | 


card stock on which the strips are finally 
mounted. The scale measures 18 “inches” 
to the enlarged size, though it really is 
about 34% inches long over the gradua- 
tions, 

Following the layout, I enlarge each 
print to the desired size. Then I am 
ready for the mounting. I follow direc- 
tions on the dry-mounting-tissue packet 
explicitly, except that I trim the tissue 
just a tiny bit smaller all around than 
the prints. With a hot iron I tack the 
tissues to the prints in four places, the 
edge centers. I then place each print in 
its correct position on the mount and 
tack the loose tissue at the corners to 
the mount. With the tissue tacked at

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four places each to both print and mount, 
there is no possibility of the print slip- 
ping out of place, and an entire set of 
prints can be tacked on before the 
mounting is completed with flat-iron and 
brown paper in the usual way. The 
greatest part of the job is now over. 

Last come the balloon captions through 
which the characters talk. Although they 
are the easiest part of the job, they are 
a very important ingredient of the strip. 
Writing them amounts to a compromise 
between space limitations and the num- 
ber of words required to tell the story 
fully but without becoming too verbose. 
Generally, I start with long sentences 
and whittle them down gradually, tak- 
ing care to preserve the original mean- 
ing and character of the statements. 
Several rewrites may often be necessary. 
When I have arrived at the combinations 
that satisfy, I letter the results on fairly 
opaque notepaper in black drawing ink 
with a B-6 speedball lettering pen. Then 
I draw the balloons around the sen- 
tences lightly in pencil, cut them out 
and mount them on the pictures with 
rubber cement. 

After the balloons are pasted in, the 
job is finished, but amateurs who wish 
to give their handiwork to friends can 
make duplicates by copying the original 
in the usual way. Once the copy nega- 
tive is made, as many copies as desired 
can be printed. 

Copying of the original picture has 
also the advantage of concealing the fact 
that the balloons were pasted in. The 
lamps used for copying should be care- 
fully placed for flat lighting to avoid 
shadows around the edges of the bal- 
loons. 

This winds up the process of making 
your own photographic comic strips. 
Wiping your brow, you may exclaim, 
“What’s comic about it?” I think you 
have a good point, since the words 
“comic strip” merely describe the form 
in which my work appears. But I can 
assure you that these strips will be a lot 
of fun once you get the hang of it, and 
they certainly will receive an enthu- 
Siastic response from your family and 


friends.—f

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“Dry Photography” 

Demonstrated 
EROGRAPHY, a dry rapid process 
for making pictures, reproducing 
documents and printing on almost every 
conceivable surface, was demonstrated 
publicly for the first time at the 33rd an- 
nual meeting of the Optical Society of 
America at Rackham Auditorium, De- 
troit, on October 22nd. Images are repro- 
duced by electrostatic methods in contrast 
to the chemical basis of familiar silver- 
halide photography or blueprinting. The 
presentation was made jointly by Dr. R. 
M. Schaffert, supervisor of graphic arts 
research at the Battelle Memorial Insti- 
tute of Columbus, Ohio, and Joseph C. 
Wilson, president of the Haloid Company 
of Rochester, New York. 

This new process makes use of an elec- 
trostatically charged plate which may 
either be exposed in an ordinary camera 
or “printed” by contact or projection with 
standard photographic equipment. How- 
ever, unlike photographic films and print- 
ing materials, the “xeroplate” is used 
again and again to produce as many simi- 
lar or different reproductions of the sub- 
ject matter as are desired. Erasure of the 
preceding image from the xeroplate and 
recharging takes seconds. “Film speed” 
is about equal to fast projection paper. 

After the electrostatically charged plate 
has been exposed to the image-forming 
light rays, it is developed by dusting a 
resinous black or colored powder over its 
surface. The result is a positive mirror 
image made up of the black or colored 
powder which adheres to the areas of the 
plate that have not been exposed to light. 
The “printing” paper, wood, or other ma- 
terial intended to receive the permanent 
image is placed in contact with the devel- 
oped xeroplate and then briefly charged 
by means of an electronic device which 
transfers the resinous image-forming 
powder particles to its surface. The print 
material is then heated in a baking oven 
or placed under infrared lamps for a few 
moments to fix the image permanently— 
a matter of melting the powder granules 
and fusing them to the printing surface. 
Exposure and “development” can be com- 
pleted in less than a minute. 

First commercial application of xerog- 
raphy will be a compact “xerocopying” 
machine for the reproduction of letters, 
drawings, documents and other line work. 
The equipment is now being prepared for 
the market by the Haloid Company, well- 
known printing paper manufacturers who 
are sponsoring much of the xerography 
research at Battelle Memorial Institute. 

At the initial demonstration, Dr. Schaf- 
fert described his conception of a portable 
self-contained “xerocamera” capable of 
snapping a picture and producing a fin- 
ished dry print in a matter of seconds. If 
the exposure is off in any way, the xero- 
plate is merely erased and recharged on 
the spot and the subject immediately re- 
exposed. Of interest to graphic arts work- 
ers was his demonstration of a laboratory 
model printing machine operating at the 
rate of 1200 web feet per minute which 
produced an image by means of electro- 
statically applied “xeropowder” instead of 
printing ink.—Norman C. Lipton.

camera shyness. Besides, owners are sure 
to know their pet’s likes and dislikes, or 
some specially cute and appealing trick 
which you might never discover. 

Now let’s suppose that you are going to 
photograph someone’s dog. Having heard 
of your success with pets, the owner 
brings the animal to your home studio. 
When arranging the sitting, be sure to 
find out the breed and color of the dog. 
In this case he is a red cocker spaniel. 
Before he arrives, have everything set 
up and ready, so that he will not get 
upset by your fussing around with un- 
familiar objects. As posing bench use a 
sturdy card table with the legs sawed

off to half length. A high or shaky 
table is sure to give even the most iron- 
nerved dog the jitters, and a bench or 
stool is too cramping. If left on the floor, 
the animal will surely roam all over the 
place. On the low, steady table, a small 
or medium-sized dog will feel comfort- 
able, and yet his field of activity is 
limited. Should the dog be a large one, 
use a raised platform instead. The table 
is covered with a tan cloth firmly tied on 
so as not to slip or wrinkle, while as 
background a tan drape is suspended 
from the cross bar that is fixed on a light 
stand. 

After the lights are in place, turn on 
the flood as focusing light. Look on the 
groundglass of the camera and make sure 
that the whole length of the table is in- 
cluded on it—thus the dog can move off 
center without being decapitated on the 
resulting negative. Place a flashbulb car- 
ton or any other handy object close to 
the near edge of the table, focus on it, 
and then stop down to f/16 or f/22, de- 
pending on the strength of the flashbulb 
being used. At these stops, there will be 
sufficient depth of field to permit the dog 
slight backward or forward motion with- 
out destroying sharp focus.

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that although over-all sharpness is the 
most desirable, it cannot always be 
achieved. But it is most important that 
eyes and nose be sharp; should defini- 
tion fall off a little on the ears or the 
back of the head, the picture can still be 
a good one. Set the shutter at 1/100, 
which is plenty fast enough to stop ac- 
tion at its peak. 

Allow the dog to become familiar with 
the new surroundings. Let him sniff the 
light standards, the camera, the posing 
table. You and your assistant should talk 
to him so that he will familiarize himself 
with your voices. But since he is a 
stranger, don’t immediately rush up and 
fondle him. While the dog is on his tour 
of investigation, talk with the owner and 
find out if there are any specific poses 
he would like taken. All this time, you 
should be giving your subject the once- 
over to decide what are his best angles, 
and what the most effective pose will be 
—whether sitting or standing, full face, 
three quarters, or in profile. It is valu- 
able to observe and then portray not only 
the individual personalities of pets, but 
also the characteristics of the type or 
breed as well. Try to catch the soulful- 
ness of the Cocker, the alertness of the 
Sealyham, the dignity of the Great Dane, 
the curiosity of the kitten, and the feline 
grace and aloofness of the cat. 

By now the dog is pretty much at 
home. Look him over and make sure 
that his coat is in good order, that his 
eyes are dry, and his ears sleek. If he 
needs grooming, this is part of your 
helper’s job. The application of a little 
oil will make black dogs shiny and en- 


hance fur texture, while a dusting of | 


powder or chalk easily removes soiled or 
dingy white areas. Now have the helper 
pick up the animal and place him on the 
posing table. To banish any uncertainty 
or feeling of insecurity which might lin- 
ger in the canine mind, the assistant 
should give him a tidbit—cheese, sau- 
sage, and especially liverwurst. In most 
cases this will transform the prosaic pos- 
ing table into Dog Heaven. 

Now your're all set. Standing to one 
side of the table, the assistant tempts the 
dog with another tid-bit, held just at a 
height to get the proper head and eye 
position. You wait, finger on flash re- 
lease, watching carefully, very carefully, 
for that desired expression, that appeal- 
ing, begging pose, that lifted paw. There 
it is—and pop goes the first flash. Never 
“freeze” to the flashgun, for if you do, 
you will be bound to miss that upward 
swish of tongue to nose, that wink or 
yawn which might mean a best seller or 
prize winner. Remember, this is split- 
second business, not a still-life setup. 

After each pose, give the dog a small 
reward. He will work with zest and vim 
once he discovers that posing means chips 
and praise. Be sure not only to give him 
those little snacks, but be sure to pet him 
and tell him what a really wonderful dog 
he is; it’s surprising much he will 
appreciate this. After three or four shots, 
let him off the table for a few minutes of 
leg stretching, a drink of water, or a romp 
with a toy.

typical of what may happen. Following 
the usual procedure with dogs, I let her 
loose while prefocusing the camera. Came 
time for Puss to pose, and she was no- 
where to be found. I searched under 
chairs, under the sofa, in the closet with- 
out success. The window was slightly 
open—my heart went into a tail spin. But 
peering down into the street, no little 
corpse met my eyes. After further hectic 
hunting, the unwilling victim was finally 
unearthed from the very bottom of a 
prop box, where she had buried herself 
under grass mats, tea sets, straw hats, 
and assorted drapes. Yowling and squall- 
ing, she stayed on the posing table but 
a moment; with a bound she was off for 
the nearest dark corner, and when caught 
and reinstated, protested not only with 
the loudest meows on record but with 
tooth and claw as well. From this ex- 
perience and others of a similar nature, 
I think it most advisable for the helper 
to wear gloves when handling cats. The 
only way we could get her to hold a pose 
was by having my assistant crouch be- 
hind the table with a firm grip on her 
tail. Glaring fierce and enraged into the 
lens, her ill humor, however, produced 
a fine and striking set of pictures that 
made up for all our trouble.

of chicken; there was Mimi, who fell 
asleep under the soothing warmth of the 
fill-in flood. But most of them are prob- 
lems, and they can tax your patience to 
the utmost. Rhapsody, a grey Angora, 
Was so camera shy that she would only 
pose on the lap of her mistress. 

With cats, who very often tend to 
crouch, use a lower camera angle than 
with dogs. Due to their snub noses, the 
best angle is a front or three-quarter 
view, rather than in profile. Because of 
their agility and restlessness; the low 
posing table is discarded in favor of a 
high one. The higher their perch, the 
more apt they are to be quiet for a 
moment. A mantel-piece, the top of a 
bureau, or chest of drawers is handy for 
this. One well-known photographer poses 
cats on top of a very high tripod. As a 
lure to induce action and expression, cat- 
nip is good—but not too much of it! You 
can also use a bit of milk or cream, a} 
piece of crumpled paper dipped in fish 
oil and attached to a string, or any shiny 
object which can be twirled before their | 
eyes. With cats, the system of barking 
and meowing seldom works; usually they 
merely glare superciliously at the camera | 
as if to say: “What fools these mortals | 
be.” Generally speaking, little kittens are 
more co-operative and easier to control, 
and a wonderful wide-eyed look of sur- | 
prise can be obtained by picking Kitty 
up and then dropping her gently but | 
firmly on some prefocused spot. 

Not only can you photograph single 
animals, but groups as well, and these 
can be most effective and striking. If it 





is not an action shot but a group por-| Z 


trait, be sure that all the animals are | 
looking in the same direction, for divided | 
interest will spell disaster in photogra- 
phy. With groups, especially, inject a lit- | 
tle imagination into your work. Make 
pictures with strong human interest and 
a story-telling quality as well as fine | 
portrait studies. These are usually the 
prize winners and best sellers. Very sim- | 
ple props and setups will do. Give those 
pups an old shoe to gnaw. Big dogs posed | 
with little ones are also effective com- | 
binations—the “dignity and impudence” 
idea. And if you can find a dog and cat 
that are congenial, with a bit of ingenv- | 
ity you're liable to get a “honey.” In such | 
cases, it is best just to leave the animals | 
to their own devices on the posing table 
and wait for an amusing pose to turn up; 
something is bound to happen sooner or 
later. Most pets are natural actors and 
often make voluntary contributions. Re- 
cently, my cocker pup, “Hypo Spot” was 
posed with a tiny black kitten. “Maria” 
was rather afraid of him and sat meekly 
on one side of the Suddenly the 
pup reached out and put his paw on her 
head. Ping went the flashbulb, and I sold 
the picture practically as soon as it was 
off the dryer.

rel monkey. What a character he was. 
Always on the red-hot jump, to pose him 
in the conventional sense of the word 
was an impossibility. But Tappy was a 
toper; he loved cokes, highballs, and ice 
buckets. The only way to get a picture 
of him was to set out one of the above 
items, focus on it, and wait. The session 
with him took several hours, and most 
of the time was spent waiting with finger 
on flash release, while Tappy leaped and 
bounded from lampshade to lampshade. 
But he did occasionally alight for a split 
second to take a swig or grab a chunk 
of ice—but oh so momentarily, which 
called for really quick work on my part. 
Eventually he got interested in the cam- 
era, and as I had a spare one with me, I 
set it up on a tripod with the focusing 
hood open. In no time flat, there was the 
monkey gazing at the image on the 
ground-glass, giving me a real “man be- 
hind the camera” pose. Monkeys with 
their almost human expressions and mo- 
tions, their imitative ways, are excellent 
subjects. 

Probably you can think of many more 
pets to portray, and will probably devise 
methods of photographing them which I 
have never thought of. I have simply 
suggested a working basis for the more 
common varieties, and tried to give you 
a plan of operation. In suggesting how 
to do it, I have also tried to warn you of 
the pitfalls which might trip anybody. So
